Often the term 'conspiracy* la applied In a 
dismissive way whenever one tiles lo ascribe any kind of 
human agency to eUlc power. If you suggest that people 
who occupy positions of political and economic power 
are willfully dedicated to advancing their elite interest*, 
someone will derisively ask. *Oh. whal do you hove, a 
conspiracy theory?* 

Even when these elites openly profess their 
designs, there are those who deny that conscious Intent 
is Involved. Not long ago I mentioned to an acquaintance 
that it was reported In the nesvspapers that the top 
oITIerrs of the Federal Reserve held a national meeting 
and openly said that, to safeguard against Inflation and 
I lie overexpansion of the economy, they would pursue 
monetary policies that would help maintain the existing 
level of unemployment. Uke any creditor class, they 
wanted to keep the economy tight and under control 
When I mentioned this to my friend, he said. 'Do you 
really think they bring It to that conscious level? Do you 
really think they want people to he

No one comabuUie* and plans more 
than the political and corporate elites of America. No one 
does more consciously ^eifmicresit-a policy study-and 
In secrecy much of II, than they They have whole 
professions m the national security state and spend 
billions of dollars, dedicated to making the world sale for 
thetr Interests 

Yet we have our conspiracy phobia people 
asking us. with incredulous smiles. In effect. If we really 
thin* that the people at the lop talk to enrh other about 
secret agenda*. 

Regarding how die medio have irented the JFK 
asMosbination—it is mostly bv a process of suppression. 
When I wrote my book InuenUng Reutity iSt. Marlin* 
Press. 1984k 19931, I noted that the most common form 
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of misrepresentation Is not fabrication but omission, 
kaiplt Ellison wrote a book railed Thv Invisible Man 
(Random House. 1952) that talked about bow racism 
permeated society and how Black people were shut out 
of the communication universe. Being shut out tn a from 
of repression. Omission Is a form of suppression* 

We who investigate the unlawful conspiracies of 
the gangster state are. tn effect, the invisible people. 
When the breakthrough came and a mass audience was 
reached, was with the Oliver Stone movie, then omission 
was not enough The movie could not be ignored and so 
It was savagely and relentlessly attacked. Lei me give 
one example: George Will In thr Washington Post called 
the movie *a cartoon history.' "a three-hour lie.' He 
called Stone 'an intellectual sociopath, combining moral 
arrogance with historical Ignorance...a specimen of the 
sixties’ arrested development.” Will goes on to nay that 
'intellectually. Stone Is on all fours...part of a long Innge 
tradition...Invincibly Ignorant, banaliv venal, reckless, 
cruel' and so forth. 

All the critics were given to tills land of abusive 
name-calling, along with very little substantive rebuttal. 
Daniel Shorr criticized Stone three tunes on NPR and 
always In the most sarcastic and general lenns. without 
ever coming to grips with the information and questions 
presented tn the movie. 

Tom Wicker, the New York Times columnist, let 
the cat out of the bag os to what I he media's conspiracy 
phobia was all about Wicker had never written a movie 
review In his life, yet the Times gave him a full page to 
review Stone's movie. He wrote that the movie was fulled 
with 'wild assertions’ and If taken at face value 
“Americans will have to accept ihe Idea tliat most of the 
nation’s major institutions conspired together and 
carried out Kennedy’s murder. In an era when mistrust 
of government and loss of confidence in Institutions, the 
press not the least are widespread and virulent, such a 
suggestion seems a dubious public service.' 

In effect. Wicker was giving the basic reason 
why the powers that be so hated Stone’s movie: It 
threatened to delegltlmate their existing Institutions of 
power, privilege, and control. We might 6tarl 
understanding that 'our* institutions are not really ours. 
But that is whal democracy is all about: distrusting, 
challenging, Investigating, debating, holding people 
openly accountable, holding our Institutions open to 
criticism. 

Sociologist David Simone did a study of all the 
books published on the Kennedy assassination, some 
800 titles. He found tliat 20 percent of them ascribed 
the assassination to a lone assassin or the mafia or the 
Cubans or Russians The other 80 percent ascribed the 
assassination to a conspiracy linked to the US 
Intelligence community, some of them also saying that 
some low-level crime people were tn on 1L What Is 
Interesting l» that Lhts Immense literature, with all Its 
remarkable findings and discoveries, has been Ignored 
by the US mainstream media.

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The High and the 
Mighty: JFK, MPM, 
LSD and the CIA

Mary Meyer** murder occrnmJ on the afternoon 
of Ma/vfov. October IX 1064. oo$r tws day* before her 
forty-fourth birthday, and forty-one day* before the first 
anniversary of John Kennedy** death. Waa she tolled 
becauac of what the knew, aa Timothy Leary and other* 
suggest. or waa ahe merely Che random victim of the *ort 
or racially-motivated crime for which Waahtngton. DC la 
to Lnfamoua, aa Investigative reporter Ron Rowenbaum. 
for one. arguea? 

The facta of tbs case. aa reconatructed by 
Roaenbaum. are theae: 

Mary Mayer waa Men only momenta before her 
death being followed by a lone black man. Ihey were 
•een by an Air Fbror lieutenant William Mitchell who 
met them both upon returning hum hi* dally jog along 
the name towpath that Mary Meyer uaed for her dally 
jaunta. Mitchell described the woman he aaw aa wearing 
a blue hooded sweater, the mom sweater Mary waa 
wearing when her corpse waa found. Mitchell got a good 
look at her because he stood aside to let her pass over a 
footbridge rather than run the risk of colliding with her. 
About 200 yards away, he passed a lone black man 
wearing a windbreaks and golf cap beading In the same 
direction aa Mary Meyer. (190) 

Not long after, an emp loye *, of a nearby Esso gas 
station. Henry Wiggins, beard a woman screaming 
“Sopreone help roe!* The > cr e a ming came from the canal 
area, followed by the sound of gunshots. Wiggins ran 
across the street to a wall that enclosed the canal- 
towpath area, and saw the black man seen earlier by 
Mitchell standing ower the body of the white woman In 
the blue hooded ewes ter He put "a dark object* Into a 
1 pocket of his jacket, the iiaapprerrrl Into the woods. 
(1401 

Later, when police arrived, s up posedly sealing 
off all exits from the towpath area, an officer Warner 
came across a sopping -are I black man on the roadbed of 
the old CfrO rail road tracks. The man. Raymond 
Crump. Jr., dstmsd to hsv* b«*n Ashing ‘around the 
bend’ when he fell asleep and slid Into the Potomac 
River, hence his condition and lack of gear. Warner 
demanded that Crump show him exactly where this 
occurred, but by that Ume. the witness Henry Wiggins, 
spied Crump with Warner from the wooded bank where 
be was standing with other police examining the scene 
of the crime. He Immediately fingered Crump aa the man 
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he saw standing over Mary Meyer's body, Later, police 
fished out the wtndbreaker that both Wlgglna and 
Mitchell said they aaw the auapect wearing. There waa 
no gun or other weapon In Its pockets, but when police 
tiad Crump try It oo. It supposedly fit him perfectly. 
(Ml) 

Raymond Crump was held for ten months to jail 
until hie trial in July 1065. (14*2) Crump waa charged 
with murder resulting from a (ailed attempt at rape, 
robbery, or both. The trial began on the 18th and ended 
on the 30th. The jury spent e l ev en hour* In deliberation: 
about halfway through, they Informed the judge that 
they were deadlocked by a vole of eight-to-four, although 
they didn't Indicate whether or not that waa la Crump's 
favor. The judge didn't consider their deadlock Lo be 
hopeless, so’ordered them to continue until they 
reached a verdict. Finally, they did: not guilty. (143) 
Essentially. Crump was acquitted because the evidence 
against him was circumstantial: no one aaw him commit 
the crime, nc murder w e ap on was ever found or traced 
to him. there w e r e discrepancies In witness testimony 
tespedaOy trero Mitchell regarding the height of the roar 
be saw following Mary Meyer). (144) 

Crump's acquittal leaves the Mary Meyer ease 
still officially unsolved But after all these year*, ttnet 
the police never reopened the investigation, tt might *■ 
well be closed. There are thoae. auch aa homicide 
detective Bernard Crooke. who was on the murder scenr 
(and who remarked how beautiful Mary Meyer waa. ever.

lying dead with bullet hole* In her head), who remain 
convinced of Crump'* full!. Other*, like Crump'* 
attorney. Dovey Roundtree. still belifve in Crump’* 
Innocence. Me Roundtree believes the real killer I* *UU 
out there somewhere. She theorises • possible Jilted or 
Jealous boyfriend a* the one responsible, noting 
suggestively to Rosenbaum that Mary Meyer had many 
men. (145) 

Ms. Roundtree claimed that the enure tnal bad 
a auspicious aura to ft. She had learned of Mary Meyer's 
‘high White House clearance* (not a pun. presumably) 
and also that the diary waa burned before K could be 
entered a* evidence. She fell that I he whole trial was 
rushed, and that the prosecutor. Albert Hantman. waa 
desperate to nail Crump She was convinced that ‘the 
government had something to do with It.’ (146) As for 
Crump, he lost no time In putting as much distance 
between himself and Washington DC as possible. He 
believed himself to have been framed, according to Ma. 
Roundtree, and wasn’t about to stick around and give 
somebody a reason to try It again. 0 47) Oddly enoi^h. 
when Crump waa made to try on the phantom 
wlndbreaker. the one that At him so well It lead the 
police to charge him with the murder, he said to 
Detective Crooke, It looks tike you got a stacked deck.* 
(148) What did he mean? Was he admitting guilt? Or 
waa he Implying that someone had set him up. and had 
gone to a lot of bother beforehand to make sure all the 
evidence incriminated him? 

Then there la Die ma|ter of the notorious diary. 
Five days after her death, five people came to Mary 
Meyer’a apartment-studio and tore the'place apart 
frantically searching for It. The five searchers were 
Mary's ex-husband Cord Meyer, her sister Tony Bradfoe. 
a former college roommate. Ann Chamberlain, another of 
Mary’s college friends. Cicely Angleton. and her 
husband. CIA counter-intelligence chief. James Jesus 
Angleton. (140) Other sources have Ben Bradlee there as 
weU. 1150) Whoever was Involved, they tore the place 
span looking for her diary, which wasn’t where U waa 
supposed to be. In a bookcase tn Mary's bedroom, where 
she also was said to keep dippings of the Kennedy

name from being besmirched during a minder trial (and 
their own embarrassment, especially Cord Meyer's)?

Bradlee once claimed 
that be had surprised Angleton 
trying to break into Mary Meyer's 
home by,picking the lock, an 
accusation Angleton vehemently 
denied. But the story hit the 
press, and was repealed endlessly.

According to Rosenbaum. 

Tony Bradlee originally told the 
E hqufrer that she found the diary 
and that none or them read tt. 
being hunor-bound not to. Truitt claimed this was false. 

(155) And Deborah Davis claims that Ben Bradlee told 
David Frost be saw the diary's contents, and that It wma 
merely a sketchbook. (156) Later. Tony Bradlee would 
claim that ahe never corroborated the Enquirer story. 
(1571 Angleton claimed that he burned the diary, but 
only in the Interest of Mary's sons. If It fell into the 
wrong hands- who they might be he didn't elaborate- it 
could cause them grief.

Angleton 
a dm itte d to Trultl that be sod two unnamed other* road 
the diary, as did Mary's eldest son Quentin Meyer, at the 
age at eighteen, who wrote his younger brother Mark 
about Its contents . (159) Thai would mean that 
Quentin, born In 1946. saw the diary tn the winter of the 
same year his mother was killed (1964). three years

Or did he bum tt? Deborah Davis noted (hat tt 
eras contrary to Angktoo’s known personality and his 
CIA training to destroy anything, therefore It might still 
exist . (160) According to Rosenbaum. Angleton first told 
Trultl that he had burned the diary, then later reversed 
btmaelf. claiming that he had ghwn (he diary to Mary's 
family* and that it was somrwhere In safekeeping on thr 
Ptnchot a Milford estate. (161) Oddly enough. It eras 
Truitt who set the whole backbiting mess In motion 
when he contacted Angkton from Tokyo alter bearing of 
Mary's murder and Informed him of the diary's 
extotenc*. although how Ttultt did this to not known. It 
appears that he didn't contact Angleton through 
anything as simple as a phone call. (161) The strange 
rituals of secrecy surrounding the hunt for Mary Meyer's 
diary certainly seem more elaborate and desperate than 


the r e aso n s given after the (set by those Involved would 
s ee m to Indicate. 

That Mary Meyer had an affair lasting for almost 
two years with John F. Kennedy to now accepted as bet. 
as Is the mad scramble alter her murder to locate her 
diary which allegedly chronicled that affair. What a still 
by no means certain Is the LSD question: did Mary 
Meyer actually drop acid and did she Mao Initiate an 
*acld clrck* of eight Intellectually subversive women 
dedicated to tnfluendr^ the mind* of Washington Cold 
War leaders, converting them from the aggressive 
pursuit of war to the purauit of 
peace through tex and LSD? And 
did she turn on JFK 
(paycheck Urafiy speaking) tn that 
attempt? 

After all. no one but Timothy 
Leary has ever claimed this (and 
the pseudonymous Nancy Druid, 
who cites Leary •» her source). 
Two women alleged to have been 
part of thta circle are no longer 
alive to answer the question. Lisa 
Howard, who helped Ambassador* 
Attwood open a dialogue,with 
Cabs to dlarusa possible 
renormalization, died an apparent suicide from 
overdosing on one hundred phenoharhtta) In s parking 
lot In broad daylight* The usual explanation given Is that 
she was distraught over being fired by ABC (1621 The 
other woman alleged to have been involved In Mary 
Meyer's add circle was Dorothy Kilfallen, a famous 
journalist and gossip columnist of that time period. 
Kllgalkn was the only reporter who eras allowed to have 
an exrhiatre interview with Jack Ruby during his trial, 
an interview arranged through the grtce# of the 
preaiding Judge, who later bragged shout the price be 
attracted from Mi Kllgalkn for this favor, s price that 
male Journalist* are seldom called upon to pay (so I 
would gather! (163) Whatever Ruby told Kllgalkn. ahe 
never made It public. But she came away from that 
Interview convinced that Kennedy** death was the 
outcome of a conspiracy, and vowed Quit she was going 
to break the real story. (164) She never gtrt that chance, 
needles* to say; ahe was found dead tn her apartment 
on November 6. 1965, the same year as Usa Howard’s 
death. The Initial report waa that Kllgalkn died of a 
heart attack, then It was changed to due to an alcohol- 
drug overdose. Yet her death certificate, while luting 
these aa the cauae of death, also noted, 'ctrcuroaUmcea 
undetermined*. Even ber biographer was compelled to 
conclude that ber death wma not an accident, and chat

But did KilgaJQen know Howard and Meyer, and 
did they all participate together in LSD-lnsptred political 
Intrigue? While that question cannot be answered here, 
perhaps a hint regarding Maty Ptncbof Meyer's possible 
tendency towards psychedelic experimentation Is given 
in Ron Rosenbaum's piece on her. In the April, 1941 
Issue of the Vassar Review and Little Magazine. Mary 
had published a short story entitled “Futility”. It was (he 
tale of a Jaded young thing who has her opUc and 
auditory nerves rerouted so that she will hear what she 
sees and see what she hears. (167) Those familiar with 
the psychedelic experience might 
recognize this as synaeslbeaia, the 
overlapping and mixing of senses 
where one "hears" colors and 
"sees* sounds. While certainly not 
hard evidence of anything. It 
Indicates that Mary Meyer had the 
sort of Imagination and 
Intellectual curiosity that would 
probably later have been Intrigued 
by stories she heard or articles 
extolling the wonders of LSD grid 
other psychedelic drugs, intrigued 
enough to try them, no doubt 

In the introduction to the coUectfcm of his essays 
that contains his Investigation Into Mary Meyer's death. 
Ron Rosenbaum claims that he was first Intrigued by 
the Meyer case when. In the late 1960s. “• well known

West Coast figure* gave him s letter or article theorizing 



Mary Meyer's death as the nexus of "all the scandals 
and tragedies of the post*Dallss world*. (168) 
Rosenbaum's pal had known MPM briefly, and had 
admired her Intensely, seeing her as “a clandestine 
crusader for peace In the hawkish upper echelons of 
Camelot on a mission in her White House trysts, to turn 
JFK's bead toward peace." (160) 

This sounds as if Roaenbaum’s contact could 
have been none other than Timothy Leary himself, as 
this Is recognizably the Mazy Meyer that he and he alone 
has (so (ax) vouchsafed the world Bui whoever this “well 
known West Coast figure* was, he felt strongly enough 
about the fate of Mary Meyer to hire a private detective 
to Investigate It. 

The PI came up short. The transcript of the trial 
of Raymond Crump, the young black man accused of 
killing Maty Meyer was missing from the archives of the 
Washington, DC courthouse when the trial was 
cooducted. 

But Rosenbaum did read the manuscript, when 
U was still Intact In the DC courthouse. It provided the 
basis of bis own investigation Into the Meyer murder 
which was printed In the October, 1976 Issue of Sew 
Tbnea magazine. Rosenbaum determined that there was 
no conspiracy, that Crump indeed was most likely Jbe 
murderer, and his motive was precisely whs! the pooler 
claimed.' rape, robbery, or both. 


As recorded in a report prepared for a 
congressional committee investigating the CIA'S mind 
control experiments (171). among the goals of the MK- 
Ut.TRA project were to develop:

— "substances which will lower the ambition and 
general working efficiency of men.* 

As examined above, the CIA planned to use LSD 
as an aid In the Interrogation of captured enemy Agents, 
as weQ as a sort of prophylactic for training American 
agents In resisting interrogation In the event of capture. 
Another usage, of the drug planned by the Agency was 
as a clandestine confusion agent

happening in two different places and times, or was 
Mary Meyer possibly acting as an agent for Hubbard and 
Osmond, or someone who was their direct agent? 
Consider the Leary connection to Mary Meyer In light of 
his connections to Hubbard. Oernond. and Aldout 
Huxley. Consider Hubbard's career as an under-cover 
agent for various government agencica sod defense * 
related Industries. Including his connection to the CIA. 
Consider his later career spent fighting against the 
youth counter*culture that one would otherwise think 
he would have been proud of as being the fruit of his 
labors. Then consider Mary Meyer herself, estranged 
wife of one of the CIA's seminal top operatives, and her 
affair with s president who developed a mutual distrust 
for the CIA. a p r esi de n t who swore he would shatter the 
CIA into a the and pieces and scatter the remnants to 
the wind. A president believed by 
many to have been assassinated 
by that same CIA. Consider the 
CIA sex and drugs safehouse 
experiments conducted by George 
Hunter White. Consider the

to be slipped in food, drink, or 
whatever to foreign leaders and 
politicians of a leftist slant in 



order to reduce them to quivering, 
hallucinating blobs of flesh 
gibbering deranged nonsense In 
public speeches, embarrassing and disgracing 
themselves before the public and In (he eyes of the 
world. (172) 

Of course. the CIA claims that such a use of 
LSD wma never contemplated against domestic targets. 
But the Agency, in violation of Its own (pro-Reagan) 
charter, gathered domestic intelligence right from the 
start, and during the height of the anti war movement, 
coordinated Opera lion CHAOS with the FBI. military 
Intelligence, and various police departments, to Infiltrate 
and disrupt those peaky peaceniks. (173) The CIA 
intercepted and opened mail tapped phonos ran smear 
campaigns. (174) As are have already seen, during the 
heydsy of MK-ULTRA, the Agency tested j-SD on 
unwitting-US citizens, in conditions that were far from 
clinical and in army* that were nowhere near being 
'scientific*. They even used each other aa guinea pigs. 
And there are still unanswered questions about what 
role, tf any. the CIA might have played In Inundating the

dnspUc the frequent rUtm* to the contrary often made 
during the 1060s. It certainly will give those Individuals 
pnaarssrtl of sow intelligence and discernment a lot to 
thtnS about. During the time period when CIA agents 
were furthering the scientific (eating of LSD by dosing 
each other without warning, most agents had their 
already wall-entrenched paranoid worldviews reinforced: 
to them. »-sd was a nightmare experience, one to be 
avofckd at all coots. But to was truly a revelation. One 
agent after coming down from the peak of a trip, broke 
down and wap* * front of his feDow spooks. 

T didn't want tn leave It I felt I would be going 
h »rk to a place where I wouldn't be able to hold onto 
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this kind of beauty. I fell very unhappy. The people who 
wrote the report on me aald I had experienced 
depression, but they didn't understand why I felt mo bad. 
They thought 1 had had a bad trip." (173) 

He wa> lucky they didn’t alap a straight Jacket 
on him and cart htm away for goodl 

Another operative who came away from hla trip 
without the usual paranoid residue common to a pooka 
on dope had found himself with *A more global view of 
things. 1 found It awfully hard when atoned to maintain 
the notion: 1 am a US citizen— my country right or 
wrong...You lend to have these good higher feelings. You 
sir more open to the brotherhood-of-mon idea and more 
susceptible to the seamy aide* of your own society...! 
think this Is exactly what happened during the 1060s. 
but It didn’t make people more communist It just made 
them less Inclined to identify wtth the US. They took a 
plague on both your houses position.* (174) 

Certainly, this is a self-defeating philosophy for 
a spy to adopt. Did such experiences tempt any CIA 
agents to chuck It all, or to stay only to subvert from 
within? Its a farfetched speculation, with Uttle evidence 
lo support It. While there were several notable CIA 
renegades who would come to public knowledge with 
horrible tales to relate of theLr activities as covert 
operators, such men aa Phillip Agee. John Stockwell. 
Ralph McCeehee. George OTbole. and David MacMichael 
seem to have been Impelled more by the resolution of 
their own troubled moral dilemmas than by psychedelic 
Insight 

However, one obscure theory, roost likely 
implausible yet fascinating, comes from Lawrence 
Uvermore. North California punk rock luminary best 
known for hla column In punkzlnr Maximum Rnrk'nRoil 
Livermore claims lo have once met a fellow who claimed 
to be the son of *a high level CIA operative who had 
Inside knowledge of the Kennedy assassination*' which 
he described aa ‘a power struggle between the liberal 
and reactionary wings of the CIA.* This fellow ran away 
from home, went lo the Haight-Ashbury and blew his 
mind on...well, you know what by now (aa well as the 
tnony of Ihc situation...), but by (he time Livermore met 
him, he was *tn the process of drinking himself to 
death.* The gist of this wretched fellow's tale was that: 

“Within the CIA there were good &nd evil 
factions, and when the bad group (“the dark ones*...) 
threatened to gain complete power via the Kennedy 
assassination and the escalation of the Vietnam war and 
Ha related tieroin trade, the CIA's white knights struck 
back with LSD * 1175) 

It should be noted that Livermore's Informant 
wove a tale that 'tied together Tibetan monks. Hitlerian 
mystics, secret brotherhoods dating bark to the days of 
Allan Us. and the manipulation of while and black magic 
in the name of saving or enslaving the human race*, and 
would hiss st the televtsed Image of Henry Kissinger and 
•ay. "He's one of them...look at his eye®.* (176) 

It's hard enough to believe merely when It's a 
laic of black and while "knights* of (he CIA Jousting over 
control of the nation and the minds of the human race. 


when the other dements are added to It It sounds more 
tike an episode of the continuing saga of Indiana Jones, 
or maybe one of Trrw Rovenacroft's s^tanic fantasies. 

Livermore himself gives the Impression that he 
finds the story ‘far fetched-sounding, yes. but minus the 
quaslmyaUca) elements, by no means preposterous.’ 
(177) Could 11 have been possible that some faction of 
CIA agents, their typical cold war super-patriot minds 
blown by add. Indeed flooded the country with LSD. not 
as port of acxne plot to forestall change or stifle rebellion, 
but lo encourage It. especially in the aftermath of 
Kennedy's assassination by their dark counterparts 
within the agency? It would not be entirely Improbable. 
If we remember Captain A) Hubbard and his plans to 
foster world peace by turning on world leaders even 
before Mary Meyer. And If Kennedy and Mary Meyer 
were pursuing an acid dalliance, with crucial 
repercussions for foreign policy, would it be too hard to 
believe that possibly it was due to the Influence of 
somebody cx something else, some self-appointed clique 
of mystic manipulators, perhaps, denizens of the 
clandestine world and adepts of Its covert activities yet 
ultimately rejecting the goals of that world, running their 
own program and agenda beneath the cover of 
something much more banalty Insidious, like the CIA's 
MK-ULTRA program?

A Newly Declassified Document on 
Wilhelm Reich 

Stcamshovr! Press eritur Kenn Thomas began a 
Freedom of Informal ion Act search oj government files on 
Wilhehn Reich rhe psychologist and UPC* combatant 
whose story o known U*e(l by SP readers, in J99J The 
Search yielded many tnterestmg documents and a never 
before published pholograph of Red i from hts prison file. 
In November 1994. the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service declassified a document that had been withheld 
from the original FOl request. 11 deiails an attempt by the 
FBI in 1953 to gel Dr. Reich tc identify '‘suspected 
subversive aliens and to furnish information gained while 
a former member (sicl of the Communis: Parly in 
Germany * in the l93Cfs. As the document reveals, the 
hapless npom asKignrxl In This task nuimhleri upon a 
Wilhelm Reich quite removed from the narrow political 
preoccupations oj his young adulthood Retch had 
reached an advanced stage of hts study of the orgone 
and had become ctxwmced of tts role in the developing 
auiareness of the UFO phenomenon. The agent had 
preoccupations of his oum-ihe nudes in the artwork 
around Reich's Orgonon lab. Jor Instance, and any 
potential Information or, the two suspected Communists 
(names deleted for the most part. In compliance with FOIA 
privacy protectionsf— but reached the surprising 
conclusion that Reich had “information which may be 
helpful to the government of the United States .* By visit's 
end. however, the agent came awey thoroughly chastised 
for hts McCarthytst inquiry and with a clear glimpse of 
Reich's rage over hts overlooked and misunderstood 
work. It clearly vindicates Retch from any suspicion that 
he fell prey to the McCarthytst temperament, as he gave 
none of the corroboration sought by the FBI and 
demanded from the agency acknowledgement of the real 
issues he felt he faced, not the agency's red-baltlng 
fantasies. Reich’s widow. Use Ollendorff, mentioned this 
incident In a 1978 tnieroiew wtth Reich biographer Myron 
Sharaf (Fury On Earth. St. Martins Press. 1983), but this 
Is the first time the agent's report has been published. 
Sieamshovel acknowledges u»lth gratitude the FOl 
declassification procedure that led to this new look at a 
day tn Reich's career. 


DETAILS 

SUBJECT was interviewed by Ihc writer on 
November 24. 1953 In the office of the Wilhelm Reich 
Foundation, known locally as DRGONON. which he 
heads, about lour miles west o. - Range ley, Maine, off 
Maine Roule 16. 

ORGONON consists of several hundred acres of 
open fields and sparse to heavy forest, situated on a 
slope overlooking Range ley Lake. Visible structures 
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consist of one dwelling house, one small structure 
signed 'STUDENT LABORATORY", two garages, and one 
two and a half atory wood and stone structure 
overlooking the surrounding pro perry which Is used as 
ORGONON laboratory'Observatory. A private road leads 
to ORGONON property from the public highway through 
stone columns with a chain barring fence. The chain 
was not In place jpon mv arrival. Signs at the gate point 
to ORGONON and proclaim ‘RESEARCH AREA' and 
"RESTRICTED AREA" A sign at the laboratory indicates 
'BY APPOINTMENT ONLY.’ The first floor contains much 
medical testing and electrical equipment. The office, 
library and observation platform are located on the 
second floor. A vertical metal tower on the roof contains 
several aerials for ultra-high frequency reception, but no 
radio receiving or sending apparatus was to be seen. 
Hung on the walls of the second floor, office and library, 
are several large paintings of nude women and one 
American eagle. Also vtslble were several statues of 
nudes, and one photograph of a famous statue of a nude 
man and woman. Just inside the door leading to the 
observation platform were three shot guns and rifles 
with a supply of ammunition unboxed In position for 
instant use. A bolstered pistol of heavy calibre hung by a 
belt from the chair-back In which SUBJECT sal during 
the Interview. A system for Interoffice communication 
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w us vtsible as wait a portable record player and standard 
radio receiver. Judging from my seating arrangement 
during the Interview and by suspicious actions of 
SUBJECT. II Is believed a recording of the conversation 
was made, or Intended. 

Upon examination of my Identification card and 
badge, SUBJECT invited m< Into his office. He hod 
apparently been working In the laboratory with another 
man who was visible upon nty entrance through the 
main door. Again asking to see my Identification. 
SUBJECT Informed me he Is a psychiatrist and a 
scientist, and as such he questioned my honesty and 
loyalty and said I may be a Communist underground 
worker testing his knowledge of Communist activities. 
SUBJECT slated he had been Interviewed at Rangeley 
about one year ago by a government agent (not 
otherwise Identified) and that SUBJECT had ‘thrown 
him off the property’ as he was a Communist 
sympathizer, arriving at that conclusion upon the basts 
of his knowledge and training as a psychiatrist. 
SUBJECT said he had .subsequently reported the matter 
‘to the government*, but he would not elaborate further 
on the details. 

SUBJECT was Informed that the purpose of the 
interview was to obtain tis testimony regarding 
knowledge of the Communist movement and to 
determine his spirit of cooperation In disclosing 
Communist aliens in the United States. SUBJECT 
replied Lhat he would cooperate fully, but said his exact 
words should be recorded, either by tape or record, or by 
appearance before a public 
hearing body. The fact that he was 
about to be asked to Identify a 
specific alien was not made known 
to SUBJECT until hts true feelings 
concerning cooperation were 
known. General questions 
concerning Communism were put 
lo SUBJECT lor this purpose. In 
replug to which SUBJECT stated he had not engaged in 
Communist activity ‘In over 20 years’, lhat over six 
million Germans Itad been Communist members during 
his own membership, that he Is opposed to Communism 
as Communism Is against :hc three things that he 
considers most Important In life, namely. ‘Love. 
Freedom and Babies*. lhai he was in favor of the 
execution ol the Rosenberg* but would not have wanted 
to be I he executioner, -hat hr hated persons who ’hid 
behind the rlith Amendment* and that his study of die 
face of Malenkov revealed that Malenkov to be a 
psychopath Alter a length)' dissertation on Communism 
SUBJECT >aid he was aware he was being tested u» »o 
hia attitude toward Communism and asked that he haw 
lie questioned us to the spcctlk reason lor the Interview. 

SUBJECT was then shown the photos of LIO 
[deleted) and asked n ic knew of ihc Communistic 
activity of either SUBJECT almost instantly replied that 
iu* hud clever mei either illen. lhat he had no reason to 
bflueve uther alien was i C :mmunist. tn fact he believed 
bo ii then* were completely innocent and that the 


suspicion was baseless, but that he had seen 
FELTCHTWANGER's photo somewhere. 

SUBJECT then lost self control. Hr pared Ihr 
floor and pounded the table. His face reddened and his 
speech became at times Incoherent. When asked If he 
had been offended tn some way which caused his 
excitement. SUBJECT said he had been. SUBJECT then 
went on to say lhat In effect, he had been Insulted in 
being asked lo merely identify a suspected Communist, 
that I did not realize who lie. SUBJECT, was. that I did 
not understand how minor was the Importance of 
questioning him concerning Individual Communists as 
he wanted It plainly understood that his personal 
knowledge of Communism extended beyond the 
’political neld’ of Communism and went deep Into the 
heart of the philosophy of present day Communism- 
dictatorship as compared with Marxism. From that point 
on SUBJECT pounded on the theme that the danger to 
the United States and the free world did not stem from 
the actions of mere individual Communists, but because 
the United States failed to understand and get to the 
root of the 'Communist disease.’ 

Among remarks made by SUBJECT concerning 
Identification of Individuals. SUBJECT declared “You 
wouldn't ask Einstein to do lhat. why should you ask 
me?"; - *1 will not be an Informer like Bentley. l*eople 
despise Informers’; - ‘1 will not be badgered Into 
becoming an Informer*. - ’Dictatorship Is a more 
possible danger to the country today than Communism.’ 

Other remarks made bv SUBJECT during the 
heal of his emotional upset tends 
to reveal a resentment against the 
United States or Its representative 
officers, and may be regarded as a 
gauge of his true feelings as 
compared with hts openly stated 
remarks as a Iovai dttzen. Among 
other things SUBJECT said. *tf 
you have seen my file you know 
lhal I was interned as a dangerous alien enemy during 
the War. I was later released but the government never 
apologized to me. not to this day. / should receive an 

apology Jmm the government -I resent this call here 

by you today without an appointment. I am a very 
Important person — f resent my file showing l am a 
former communist - If a naturalized citizen can have 
ht* citizenship taken away from him for any reason 
whatsoever, then thai makes him a second class citizen. 
If that Is so. I resent being a second das 9 citizen.’ 

SUBJECT further declared lhat because of hia 
Importance tn the world of science and hts knowledge Oi 
ihc Communist philosophy lhat he was able to expose 
• he clanger of Communism, but that his testimony could 
only be given before a competent, responsible body, 
SUBJECT again declared he did not wish lo be 
’bothered* by this Service In identification of Indlvtdua 
aliens unless hr was forced to do 50 by legal action 
saying ever and over. *1 am a scientist and doctor tn the 
forefront of the fight against Communism and tot 
Important to oe bnihered with mere details,’

He Is 
extremely vain tn that respect. In remarking about 
experiments at hta laboratory, subject implied by his 
remarks and attitude that his personal discovery of 
'ORGONE ENERGY* was of world Importance. SUBJECT 
implied that the true meaning of hta discovery was 
classified Information and that tf I had not seen the file 
relating to his discovery then I was incapable of 
understanding or not fitted for the revelation of the 
import an re of the discovery. At one point in his talk 
concerning the “discovery* SUBJECT appeared to 
become mesmerized His appearance suggested that I 
was about to receive a roost important message and that 
1 was In the presence of Us Supreme Being However, the 
mood passed and no revelation was made. In parting. 
SUBJECT said he had determined early that I was not a 
Communist sympathizer and Implying that I would have 
been ejected from the property tf a pro-Comraunlat 
feeling had been detected. 

it may be that SUBJECT has Information which 
may be helpful to the government of Ihe United States 
which would be revealed If summoned before a 
competent body. U may also be that such public 
appearance Is desired objectively to publicize the 
WILHELM REICH FOUNDATION. 
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Steamshovel Debris: Reich wrote a letter to the 
Immigration Service as a Joilnw up to this uistL In tt. he 
asiced.

Syndrome

Anolhrr AJDS-llke disease la spreading among Gift 
who served In the Persian Gulf War, which ended In 
1991. The military is not releasing the actual number of 
soldiers who have contracted the disease, and the num¬ 
ber of veterans who have died from the disease In 
unknown. 

Reports of a mystery Illness occurring In Gulf vets 
Oral surfaced In the spring of 1992. About sixty Army 
reservists from the Indianapolis. Indiana area, who had 
been perfectly well while flghUng In the Gulf, became 111 
after returning home Their sympioms were puzzling. All 
complained of chronic fatigue. Many reported muscle 
aches, swollen and painful joints, headaches and memo¬ 
ry loss, fevers and night sweat, aching teeth and gums, 
and various other symptoms. 

By the summer of 1992 new cases of the mystery 
disease were popping up ui other reservtsls, as well as 
enlisted personnel, living In various parts of the country. 

The side soldiers were convinced that something had 
happened to Ihern In the Gulf that was causing their dis¬ 
ease. There was speculation lhat toxic fumes from the 
Kuwait oU fires, or dJcsel fluid to the shower water might 
be the cause. Other soldiers blamed biological warfare 
agents released by Saddam Hussein. 

As early as 1992 there were rumors (hat spouses of 
Persian Gulf vets were also coming down wtlh symp¬ 
toms. Wives were experiencing an alarming number of 
miscarriages and birth defects in their babies. 

Army physicians Investigating the initial breakout 
among Indianan reservists concluded (hat Lhe vets were 
suiTertng from ’stress.* perhaps caused by readjustment 
back into civilian life. Interviewed by reporter Lyn Sherr 
of 20/20. one sick reservist complained dial 'when peo¬ 
ple were coming back from Vietnam, wringing Agent 
Orange out of their clothes, they were told Ihey were 
under stress. Lhe Army took almost 20 years to settle 
dial one. so I don't think they have a real good record of 
letting the troops know what might be going on.’ 

3v 1993. It was estimated dial 8000 vets -were fight¬ 
ing die Illness. People magazine (8/30/931 interviewed 
Indiana Congressman Sieve Buyer, age 34. who devel¬ 
oped respiratory symptoms and repeated episodes of the 
fill alter coming home from thr Gulf ;n May 1991. Buyer 
also sutlers from Kidney problems, a prosira>e infection, 
n spastic colon, and multiple allergies. His wile claims 
he was* formerly aa strong as a horse, but now he is 
‘sick every time I «um around." Congressman Buyer 
urges all Gulf War vets to have a physical examination, 
so they can understand what is happening to iheir bod¬ 
ies. 

A Los Angelas Times report (11/22/931 noted that 


soldiers were also coming down with cancer. The Times 
claimed that 600 vela with symptoms had already been 
examined at the Birmingham VA Medical Center, and 
110 additional patients were awaiting appointments. 
When questioned. Pentagon officials estimated the total 
number of cases was Tn the low thousands. * 

One Alabama veteran said that up tn two-thirds of 
all reserve units have members who hove come home 
sick. Reservist WUUara Kay believes his illness la due to 
an Iraqi Scud missile "loaded with chemical agents, 
nerve gas. and a man-made virus.’ He thinks there is a 
cover-up. and he is ungry that he has to fight another 
war with the federal government. 

Suspicion that chemical warfare agents might be 
Involved was strengthened by Defense Secretary Lea 
Aspin. who admitted that low levels of these agents were 
delected during the war. However. Aspin insists that 
Ihese agents are not causing the mystery illness. 
Pentagon officials say that U.5. forces were hundreds of 
miles away front an area in northern Iraq wltere low- 
level amounts of chemical blowarfare agents were 
recorded by a Czechoslovakian chemical detection team. 
The Pentagon did admit that vets might have been 
exposed to other industrial chemical pollutants used In 
the war. 

A special Capitol Hill hearing on the matter con¬ 
vened on November 9, 1993. About fifty 111 vets, some in 
wheelchairs, attended- One vet testified his wife was now 
ill. and their daughter was bom with deformed feeL 
Another woman swore that her young son was healthy 
and strong when he went off to fight Desert Storm. 

T he sick soldiers were convinced

When he returned liornc from Lite Gulf he sickened and 
died. 

By t994. military officials admitted that ae many as 
20.000 (about or more of (he 700.000 troops who 
served in lhe Persian Gulf were exhibiting symptoms ol 
the syndrome. 

A Los Angeles Times editorial (May 10. 1994) drew 
attention to experimental and unapproved vaccines and 
drugs that were given to all personnel who fought in the 
Gulf War. These vaccines and drugs were uresertbed to 
protect soldiers against anthrax and a nerve 1 Is ease 
railed m valium la gravis as well as for protection against 
oilier biological warfare agents lhat mtghl be used by 
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O NE FACTO* COMMON TO ALL THE 
TROOPS IS THAT THEY WERE GIVEN 
EXPERIMENTAL DRUGS AND VACCINES AS 
PART OF THE REQUIREMENT TO SERVE IN THE 
GULF. 


enemy Mites 'In an effort to proicc* me hr aim and lives 
of uniformed personnel, the U.S- military may have 
inadvertently done some of them serious injury*.' the 
Ttmea concluded. 

In a letler to the Times. VA doctor Basil Clyman 
admitted tliat “many Gulf War personnel were exposed 
Inadvertently or otherwise to a variety of potentially toxic 
agents, some of which were administered In hopes of 
protecting them from still worse Hud cities namely those 
posed by biological or chemical warfare." He claims that 
individual VA facilities “through participation in the 
rersun Culf Veterans Registry Project are keenly aware 
of thear medical problems and are endeavoring to evalu¬ 
ate them and provide therapy when appropriate." 

On May 25, 1994. an official Pentagon letter sent to 
all 1‘er.sian Gulf Veterans declared There la no informa¬ 
tion. classified and unclassified, that indicated chemical 
or biological weapons were used In the Persian Gulf." 
However, the Pentagon did admit that experimental vac¬ 
cines may have led lo some veienin* symptoms 

Coinciding with the Pentagon Idler was the release 
of a 160 page congressional report based on testimony 
of JO ill vets. The report reaffirmed that vela were 
exposed to chemical agents mostly from Iraqi rocket 
attacks, on more than a dozen occasions In the Gulf. 

A month later, a Pentagon panel concluded that “the 
syndrome may be a group of diseases caused by wartlnte 
stress, Inhaling fine Kuwaiti sand or alcohol deprivation, 
among other causes." (Los Atigvle% Times. 6/24/94). 

Finally, in July 1994. Congress authorized a bill lo 
compensate sick Persian Gulf War vets. Disability pay 
menu would be paid for three years with automatic 
extensions, if. at the end of Chat period, the cause of the 
syndrome Is still not determined. 

In November 1994. news reports stressed the grow¬ 
ing fear and concern that the syndrome was transmits- 
able. However. Pentagon spokesman Dennis Boxx urged 
caution. "We do not have any indication at this point 
that these things ajr transmit Ubk to children or spous¬ 
es. bui we hove not ruled out this possibility. We simply 
cannot, because If we cannot diagnose It and describe 
•what It is. we then cannot teU you that It Is not irons 
.mlUable.* 

Adding to the controversy were wives who com¬ 
plained about miscarriages arid "burning semen’ after 
sex with their husbands. Dr. Ellen Slibergcld. a toxicolo¬ 
gist at U»e University of Maryland, agreed that U is pos¬ 
sible for men exposed lo toxic chemicals to pass the poi¬ 
son directly to their children through their semen And 
genetic alterations due to toxic substances can also 
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cause alteration* in sperm cell* involved tn conception.

Dr, Fra nets 
Wairkman an environmental pediatrician, says the svn 
drorar can be passed on. creating an infant whose 
Immune system does not (unction normally. 

In the search for a cause of ihr syndrome, cputcmi 
ologtaU bavr been searching for a common far lor that 
could have exposed everyone stationed in the Culf 

Some sick vets were in the wot zone foe months, 
whlk other 111 vets served in the Gulf tor as little as nine 
days! And the disease has affected troop* who were sta¬ 
tioned in widely scattered geographic a rear in the Gulf 
One factor common to all the troops Is that they 
w**rr given experimental drugs and vaccines as part of 
the require men! to serve tn the Gulf. 

As early as December 1990 Ihere were warnings 
about experimenting with US troops Tnerr was great 
concern about the decision of the FDA lo allow the 
Pentagon to use unapproved experimental drugs and 
vaccines on soldiers without their consent. Furthermore 
the Pentagon refused to Identify the types or the number 
of drugs and injections that they Intended to prescribe. 

An angry soldier stationed tn Saudi Arabia sued the 
government in January 1991 over the issue. eveT since 
the Nuremberg trials, which com*icted many top-ranking 
Nazis for c:nines against human nature. U has been con¬ 
sidered unethical and unlawful to use people as guinea 
pign tn medical experiments without their Informed con¬ 
sent This ethical requirement was waved when the sol¬ 
dier's lawsuit was dismissed by U.S. District Judge 
Stanley S. Harris. The Judge cited the necessity of the 
military to protect the health of Its troops; the fact that 
the vaccines and drugs were untested and unapproved 
by the FDA was deemed Irrelevant 

The New York Times concurred In an editorial entl 
tied The Ethics of Troop Vaccination* (1/16/91). noting 
that "the military is acting more like Florence 
Nightingale that (the Nazi doctor) Josef Mengcle." 

Soldiers who refused Injections were given them 
forcibly. One reservist told a CooerMchon reporter she 
was held down against her will and given the Orel vacci¬ 
nation when the second Inoculation was given a few 
weeks later, she claims someone sneaked up behind her 
and Injected her before she realized what had happened. 

Sgt. Frank Landy of Nashua. NH. testified before a 
House Veterans Affairs Committee on September 21, 
1992. He blames two vaccine infections for his respirato¬ 
ry problems, chronic diarrhea, extreme fatigue, fevers 
and weight loss. The type of substandard medical care 
provided by the military and the lack of adherence to 
regulations is sinful My future and that of my family Is 
undetermined due to the effect of the medications and 
the vaccinations." Landy told the committee. 

Physicians who refused to cooperate with the mili¬ 
tary’* forced vaccine program were treated harshly Dr. 
Yolanda Huct Vaughn, an amt)- reservist protested Uial 
tt was her duty under the Nuremberg Code of Justice 
not to vaccinate personnel with experimental vacctnea 
without her consent. Al Huet-Vaughn's court-martial

I rliil. a military Judge Ignored these considerations of 
International law and medical ethics, and sentenced the 
mother of three children to 30 months in prison. Under 
pressure from activist groups, the physician was 
released from prison after serving eight months. 

Allegations I ha I experimental drugs and vaccines 
are the cause of the vets illness have been downplayed 
for obvious reasons. The Pentagon hardly wants to pub¬ 
licize the Idea that the Persian Gulf Syndrome Is a man¬ 
made disease caused by unethical medical experimenta¬ 
tion. 

The military has a king history of conducting coven 
medical experiments on Its own personnel, as well as 
civilians. Dozens of secret, planned bloat lacks were per¬ 
petrated on American cities during the 1050a and 
1960s. the moot notorious being a six-day bioaitock on 
San Francisco In which the military sprayed massive 
clouds of potentially harmful bacleria over the entire 
city. 

The health of countless numbers of military person 
ncl and civilians was damaged by years of nuclear bomb 
detonations at lest sites In Nevada and ebewhrre tn the 
southwest. In addition, the shocking disclosures of addi¬ 
tional post-war nuclear experiments undertaken from 
the 1950s to the 1900a on unsuspecting civilians has 
recently come to light with the release of secret docu¬ 
ments by the department of Defense. 

When mind-altering drugs were developed in the 
1950s. the military secretly administered them <o enlist¬ 
ed personnel, resulting in deaths In some case.

Vaccines can be hazardous. In World War 2. more 
than 50.000 rases of hepatitis were caused when troops 
were Injected with yellow lever vaccine unknowingly con¬ 
taminated with human blood serum containing Infec¬ 
tious hepatitis B virus. Even the mandated 'DPI* shot 
routinely given lo babies has known risks. For example, 
one official DPT brochure recommends that a second 
DPT Inject ion not be given If 'serious problems of the 
brain have previously occurred within seven days after 
getting DPT." The brochure also warns parents, 'Rarely, 
brain damage that lasts for the child's life has been 
reported after getting DPT."

A front-page London Tlvies report (5/11/671 
suggested that 'dormant* HTV infection was awakened In 
the African population by the Inoculation of millions of 
doses of smallpox vaccine by the WHO during the 
1970s- This shocking story linking African AIDS to the 
WHO's smallpox vaccine program was suppressed In the 
U.S. and never appeared in any major publication.

Holocaust In the making? Like AIDS, the disease traces 
back to human experiments with untested and unap¬ 
proved vaccines. Like AIDS, the Gulf syndrome appears 
to be Lransmissable through sexual activity, and can be 
passed on to children. Like AIDS, the vets disease 
atlecls the Immune system. Like AIDS, there is no cure. 

Unlike AIDS, health officials are silent about the 
number of people sulTerUig and dying with the new Gulf 
syndrome. Nor have officials commented on way* to pre¬ 
vent the sexual spread of the disease. 

Is the l*ersian Gulf Syndrome caused by a new Infec¬ 
tious agent 'introduced' Into the military population 
through forced experimental vaccines? 

There is currently no effective treatment or cure for 
Lhe Gulf Syndrome. Jf the disease Is caused by bad vac 
Clues, It would mean that irresponsible scientists havr 
once again created a man-made disease they are power¬ 
less to eradicate.

Those are the two main themes. Futurism being defined

more as 1 get older that lliat really resulted from the fact 
that t was cured of polio by the Sister Kenny method at 
a time when the AMA dismissed Sister Kenny an a char- 
la Lin.

There are some people who arouse much 
more skepticism than others because of Die nature of 
their claims or because of the paucity of their evidence,

instance. 1 think that moat often they are not retrieved 
at all but implanted. I am dubious about salanlc child 
abuse cults because the FHI behavioral science uni I has 
Investigated every one of those cases involving mass 
graves and haven't found a single shinbone. They «• 
haven't found anything, there's nothing in the mass 
graves. And most police forces who were getting hysteri¬ 
cal on that subject five years ago have gotten consider¬ 
ably more skeptical. There's simply no evidence of a 
nation-wide salanlc ring doing those things. It Just 
seems to be merely a type of paranoia that for some rea¬

And we're trying (o knock each other oiT the 
mountain because we think we can t all make ll to the 
lop. then as lime goes by we And that It is a lute more 
profitable to end this war of all against ill, we form 
coalitions and attack one another. Then you get higher 
up and you get bigger and bigger coalitions until finally 
the world is run by. say three coalitions. Suddenly they 
realize that we 11 get to the top a lot quicker if we stop all 
this trying to bump one another off and ail work togeth¬ 
er. Then we all charge to the top together This is the 
way 1 see history moving and GATT is just one symptom 
til thau 

Q: This is whst we were saying about the Persian 
Gulf War. As things move along and the world culture 
moves off nio space, colonization and ail the things 
that you write about, all of the problems just seem to 
go along with it. the class divisions. the violence and 
oil. Is there really a cause for optimism? 

A’ Yes and no. ll depends on temperament a great deal. 


Perception depends on what you haw programmed your 
brain with all your life. As Buddha said. ‘All wr are Is 
the result of all that we have thought.* Everybody's per 
ceptlons are their autcbiography. When you look at a 
tree, you're seeing your whole I lie. As Blake said. “The 
wise man sees not the same tree that Lite fool sees.* So 
there Is a hell of a lot of subjectivity In guessing the 
future or even the prrsenL What I try to demonstrate in 
Chnos and Beyond la that Information flow has been 
Increasing throughout history and Is now Increasing 
faster than ever. One thing we do know Is that when 

information flow incr«ra»ea. unpredictability Increases, 
which means totally surprising and unpredictable things 
are happening more and more often. Nobody has firm 
grounds for optimism or pessimism. Wr Just don't know. 
Under the circumstances. 1 choose optimism because I 
have observed that optimists live longer than pessimists 
because they are happier, they arc healthier, they are 
not sick so much of the time, they are not miserable so 
much of the time and they are Just as likely to be rtghL 
Both programs lend to be self-fulfilling prophecies. The 
pessimists tend to lead miserable lives and the optimists 
tend to lead better Uvea most of the time. II doesn’t work 
100%. You can be an optimist and be hit by terrible 
tragedies in your life lme But by and large you live 
happier than the pessimist. And since nobody knows for 
sure... 

Let me lust point out. about the unpredictabili¬ 
ty. in 1988 nobody would have predicted that the Berlin 
Wall would come down, the Soviet Union would split 
apart, the Cold War would end, the South Africans 
would let Mandela out of prison, they'd have free elec¬ 
tions. Mandela would be the first black president of 
South Africa, tlie IRA would be sitting down lo negotiate 
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have a stale of their own. I m not denying that a lot of 
bad thing* have happened In the last live years, but a lot 
of good thing* have happened, loo. which shows the 
chaos and the rapid unpredtcLability of this rapid infor¬ 
mation process that we re in. where the whole world is 
being transformed by new knowledge, new technology, 
which Is creating new social forms all the time. 

Q: The worst things that have happened actually 
happened quite recently, the last election. 

A That's part of thr process of unpredictability. A lot of 
sociologists and historians tend to agree about the thirty 
year cycle in American history, from left to right Now It’s 
happening much faster. We went more left than ever In 
*92 and now we’ve gone more right than ever In 94 If It s 
accelerating at that rate, nobody can predict *96 The 
Republicans are celebrating prematurely.

A* Ihii* arllrle Is written. It's 6 pm on November 23rd, 
and almost a whole day has passed now without Jesse 
Helms calling for Bill Clinton to be assassinated/dlsctn 
boweled/defenestrated/burned as a witch. But then. I 
haven’t seen the evening news yet... 

Maybe I’m Just being paranoid (that ts. alter all my 
Job). but I couldn’t hdp but notice that Helms made his 
remark about Clinton’s possible fragging on November 
22nd. the anniversary of the assassination of another 
unpopular phony liberal.

The Maury Island Incident. A Synopsis 

On 21 June. 1947, three days before Kenneth 
Arnold reported lus observation of a formation of objects 
traveling Uke a saucer skipped across the water, a

In Puget Sound harbor, between Tacoma and 
Seattle. Washington: Harold A. Dahl, his teenage son 
Charles. Lhe family pet dog and two other crew members 
were patrolling for salvage logs when they saw six huge 
doughnut shaped objects In the sky. The objects 
appeared to be about one hundred feet In diameter and 
of bright metallic covering. Five of the objects were 
circling a sixth, which looked as if It were In difficulty. 

Suddenly, there was an explosion, and Lhe sixth 
vessel discharged a quanUty of metallic residue.

The other craft crashes at Heligoland. Germany 

12 September 1952. Flatwoods. West Virginia 

One craft crashes into small pieces. 

Second Craft apparently manages repairs and flies. 

13 December 1954. Campinas. Brazil. 

One craft drops residue, both fly away. 

1975. Bogota'. Colombia. 

One craft drops residue, both fly away. 

While l he Maury Island episode occurred first 
chronologically, it was nol investigated until three week* 
after the Roswell crash. Time for the cover-up team to 
haw the benefit of the Roswell experience, this time 
Instead ol labeling the incident as a misinterpretation, 
they simply called U hoax.

Qi C!«nn Campbell rone the Area 51 Reaaarch 
Center, which hae a few other names, in Rachel, 
Nevada, near Area 51. Qlcnn produce* the Area 52 
Viewer’■ Guide, which many people agree la one of 
the more accurate compendia of Information on the 
eecret airbaae In the Nevada desert that la la the 
newa more often these day* and la known aa place 
where the Air Force dies a lot of se c r e t technology 
and a lot of UFO rumors are bantered about. Glenn, 
what la the latest Information that you have oo thla 
trial, this class-act Ion suit being brought against 
Area 51 by some of the workers? 

A: There's a claim by a widow (Helen Frost) and several 
anonymous workers at the secret base. The federal 
government had been burning highly toxic materials 
from the Stealth program in the 1970s and 80s. None of 
the usual environmental safeguards were observed. The 
mu ter mis which were used to coat the Stealth aircraft 
were dumped Into pits and simply burned. Now the 
widow claims that her husband died as a result and 
other workers at the base claim that they were injured 
as a result. For all appearances. It's a standard 
hazardous waste case. What's unusual about this one la 
that the base doesn’t Gilk laity exist. How can you sue a 
facility that Isn't there? This is the challenge for the legal 
team right now. 

Q: Who exactly are they suing? The Air Fores? 

A: Il’s a very complicated process. There's a strategy 
involved, apparently.

There are a lot of 
incredible stones The trick here is when someone like 
myself comes In to this mess and tries to sort It all out. 

Among the things that do seem to 
make some sense ta the story of Bob Lazar, (t'a by no 
means proven and It’s still very unclear whether he‘» 
idling the truth, but It's a story that holds together well 
Bob Lazar claims that be. a» a scientist worked at the 
secret US government facility Just south of Area 51. He 
helped dissect and reverse engineered the propulsion 
systems of alien space craft. Now you can take this any 
way you want, but most of the frauds I have 
encountered In oilier circumstances tend to have much 
more expansive stories and their stories change with 
lime. This is a nice, seemingly salkl story that hasn't 
changed in live or six years. I don't know what to think. 

Q: 1 know that Stanton Friedman has looked Into 
Lazar's background and has real problems with many 
of the claims be has made. Lazar claims that his 
background has been systematically eliminated from 
the record. 

A I certainly don’t believe that He does claim to have 
gone to MIT and Cal Tech. There are no records and no 
one there can possibly confirm what he Is saying. I 
believe that he has lied about hi* educational 
credentials, which certainly damages the rest of his 
testimony. 1 wouldn't say that It proves that It’s false, 
however. A lot of people lend to support or reject Lazar 
based on really VCTy in vial evidence that doesn’t bear 
directly on the story. To me H’s 6tiU an open case I'm 
not willing to dismiss 1L The questions Is. What can you 
do with It? And you can’t do much because It s Just one 
man’s story I do seem to hear second-hand stories Cram 
elsewhere Dial confirm what he’s saying, and that’s whal 
makes It intriguing.

Q: Of course, you nave spent t lot of time doing field 
research and 1 guess with a regular routine, going 
out and viewing what's going oc In the skies there.

A: No, l haw seen nothing unusual, nothing I can’t 
explain. People from far away don’t understand that 
where 1 am silting now in Rachel. Nevada is under a 
major war zone.

A: Sure, t lend to escort new crews and reporters 
around, that’s kind of my job as public relations officer 
here, and I was out with a news crew from KNBC in Los 
Angeles. We went »o ihe viewpoints, where they did not 
photograph the secret base, and on our way down we 
were stopped by Ihe local sheriffs deputy, who sought to 
fake our videotape baaed on a federal statute that say* 
you can’t photograpn secret bases. I attempted to 
tmenenr with that process. I said. 'So. you don t hare a 
warrant- You can t seize our tape.." And l reached over 
and locked the doors of the car when the deputy was 
trying to seize. That immediately got me arrested Tor 
obstruction Tlua case has been pending for about four 
or live months. It will eventually go to Inal at the etui of 
tlua month. I expect to defend myself and at icusl raise a 
*tlnk. If I nil convicted, we re talking about a lew 
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hundred dollars finc. 

Q: What Is your defense? 

A: First of ail. the seizure was illegal. One has a right to. 
for example, lock the doors of one’s house tf a deputy 
comes in lo conduct a search and seizure. This is a 
fundamental right, to not suffer a search or seizure 
without a warrant There are a number of other points tn 
my defense. 1 think that tn any real world court. In the 
outside world, outside of Lincoln County. I don't think 
this would ever get lo court. 

Q: I’m fishing around for the possibility that any of 
ths legal cases that Involve the boss could somehow, 
directly or Indirectly, bring some light to the 
rumor*. 

A: Certainly the hazardous waste case Is the most 
powerful tool we've had yet. What you want to gel at. 
and 1 think what ail of America, wants lo gel at. Is to 
reduce the secrecy here. If everyone knows there's a 
secret base out there, the government should admit It 
and It should be at least subject to the same law* as the 
rest of Uie country. We re not saying that everything out 
there has to be exposed, but there. Just needs to be a 
little bit more openness This Is what tills Inusirdous 
waste case will do. It will force the government to at least 
admit that there Is a base there. And at that point some 
more of the normal democratic processes can take place. 
All this Is going to eventually help the UFO problem. 
The problem with UFOs here la that no one talks about 
the place at all. If you were to get people, former 
employees that, say, worked there twenty years ago. 
saying they can talk about what they have done there, 
then eventually If there is anything exotic there, that will 
come out as well. It's a long process of prying open the 
doors here. It s not going to happen overnight. I know of 
at least 'wo workers who have talked about alien craft, 
or talked about something that directly implies alien 
era it- These -are solid people, not out to make a show of 
themselves and I find that very interesting. 

1 have a feeling that if any of this ts true, it will 
collapse tn a big way. all of a sudden. I don't think U s a 
matter of just chipping away at It. Alter you've chipped 
away at tl enough, you reach a critical mass where 
things |usi fall apart, sort of like how the Soviet Union 
fell span almost ovrmight. I think the umr sort of thing 
could happen to UFO secrecy

The God* of Eden, tr issue £10 of 
SleomshouelPress. Whew' At lea*: Mr. Keith (asms me 
0 bonu t»y saying, “Gods of Rain \* not that bad of a book, 
os UFOconsptracv book* go * 

Although 1 do not belong IP che Scientology 
Church or participate in any of its activities?. I believe 
that J know enough about the subject uj respond to Mr 
Keith* statements. ! do not. however. claim to be to¬ 
tally up-to-date on the subject of Scientology since it has 
been a number of year* tinea 1 have perused any of the 
book* or tapes ! did recently look up the Scientology 
wntingt that Mr. Keith referred to so that I could ra* 
vpond to him 

The first question it did 1 reference any works 
by Scientology founder L. Ron Hubbard in my bibliogra¬ 
phy 7 Ye*. 1 list four of them quite dearly on page 474 
That t* what a bibliography t* for to let readers know 
where an author got hi* fact* and ideas I did not hide 
those sources, a* Mr. Keith alleges. If 1 had wanted to 
hide them, I would have omitted those references from 
my bibliography. 

How large a role did Mr. Hubbard's works play 
in my book? There arc approximately two hundred 
■ournrs luted m the bibliography. If you were to take all 
of the individual facts and idea* presented in my book— 
and there are literally thousand* of them—the work* of 
L Ron Hubbard contributed only a very small propor¬ 
tion. The Gods of Eden relies overwhelmingly on the 
work* of secular historian*, scholars, Freemason*, 
Rusicrucians. Christiana. Mormons, and others. You are 
not going to learn Scientology by reading my book! 

More important is the fact that the basic premise 
of my entire book i» not a Scientology teaching. The 
hypothesis of my book is that chronic warfare between 
human beings has been generated throughout human 
hiatory by an extraterrestrial society operating in a Ma¬ 
chiavellian fashion through a network of secret societies 
and radical sect*. (It is a pretty wild-sounding idea. I 
admit, but I do present quite a bit of evidence in support 
of it). That hypothesis it not taught anywhere in 
Scientology. If it had been. I am sure that Mr. Keith 
would have come across it during his many years in 
Scientology and would have presented it in hifl critique 
of my book. Scientology ha* a totally different explana¬ 
tion for why there has been so much human warfare for 
•o long Scientology say* that it is the result of an event 
that happened about 75 million years ag«* (the "‘Wall of 
Fire"), and that that episode still cause* mental 


resiimulatior." m people and leant them to war The: if 
very difierem trow want 1 uypothesiei a* Tnt Gooa of 
Eden. 

Should my ix»k or denounced lor rcierencing any 
work* by Mr Hubbard, a* Mr. Keith hus done'* The truth 
is that I have been getting hu with flat: from both widoi,. 
Must «elf-identified Scientologist* who havt written to 
me have said that they ilk* my book, htit several have 
denounced me a* a squirrel.** “Squirrel" is one of the 
won: labei* that Scientology can place on a person: it u 
someone wno uses Scientoiogv teachings or methons in 
an unauthorized or harmful manner Such a person is 
deemed to be a “suppressive person and an enemy of 
Scientology. A researcher therefore usw- Scienroiogy 
source* at his/her own mk: vou may get hit by 
Scientology antagonists like Mr. Keith on one side and 
some? Scientology devotees on the other. 

Taking each point diseuniwd by Jim Keith in or¬ 
der. let * look at what he say*: 

Contrary to what Mr. Keith says. the ides that 
human being* are currently being controlled or “farmed” 
by an extraterrestrial society i& not found in Mr 
Hubbard * books History of Stan. Creation of Human 
Ability or in the Philadelphia Doctorate Tapes 1 just 
finudwi looking and cannot find such references Also 
contrary to what Mr Keith say*. Scientology bookstore* 
are eager to *ell those three title* to people. Those pub¬ 
lications are not “advanced mutimnr that Mr. Hubbard 
has warned against passing on. 1 have obtained a cur¬ 
rent Scientology book price liat that anyone can order 
from, and those three work* are listed right there. 

So. where did 1 get the idea about human beings 
currently being farmed and controlled'’ Right from where 
Mr. Keith cays I did. from Charles Fort! I even quote 
the exact passages from Charles Fort * books ( The Gods 
of Eden (hereafter ~TGOE*). pp. 14-16 ). Fort’s book* 
were written in the early 1900’* long before Scientology 
1 also got the idea from Zecharin Sitchin and 
Mr Sitchin’a provocative analyses of old Sumerian cre¬ 
ation stones which are thousands of years old ( TGOE 
pp. 39-40). I encourage people to read Mr. Sitchins books: 
The Twelfth Planet, etc. I also quote directly from an¬ 
cient Sumerian stone* [TGOE, pp 39, 42-45). Another 
significant contributor to my thinking the Popul Vuh. 
which was put into writing nearly two centuries ago. and 
which 1 quote from directly. (71ZOE pp. 175-0). The Bib¬ 
lical story of Adam and Eve also fits into the picture 
painted by these other works, and ! discuss why with 
precise quotes. [TGOE. pp 47-40). * 

Next. Mr. Keith criticizes me for getting “the ball 
rolling with a dissertation about the apintual. as opposed 
to annual nature of mankind " (Steamxfuwel Press #10, 
(hereafter ~SP &10*) p 37). Then Mr Keith says, quite 
incredibly, "I won’t argue the truth of this matter." [SP 

*10.9 37 ). ^ 

WhotfW Give roe a break! Why is Mr. ncith 
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cnticjzjng me for expressing an idea if he agrees with it? 

His reason is that L. Ron Hubbard had also ex¬ 
pressed a similar idea at some point in tirae. By Mr. 
Keith's illogic, every concept that L. Ron Hubbard haa 
ever expressed must now be rejected just because L. Ron 
Hubbard expressed it, even if it is true! Whew! What if 
other people have also said it? The idea of a spiritual (as 
opposed to an animal) nature in man is believed by most 
of the population ol Asia and has been for many centu* 
nes This concept is also prevelant in New Age litera¬ 
ture that has no connection to Scientology. It ia found in 
Gnostic works and other esoteric works from centuries 
ago. Why do I believe it7 I do so because of the sur¬ 
rounding evidence, such is various near-death and rein 
carnation studies, none of which were Scientology spon¬ 
sored (A good reference resource on this subject is the 
Society for Scientific Exploration based at Stanford Uni¬ 
versity V Why do i even mention the concept in my book? 
I do so because it plays a key role in the religious con¬ 
flicts that 1 discuss and in old hu m an creation stones. I 
am not going to censor myself or leave out a key element 
of my analysis just because Mr. Keith, Mr. Hubbard, or 
the Church of Scientology have said something. I am 
going to aay what I believe regardless of what they say. 

Mr. Keith states that I identify the “early, 
uncomipted Brotherhood" with either Scientology or the 
purposes of Scientology (SP #10. p. 37). The stated pur¬ 
pose of Scientology ia the salvation of the human soul 
In that sense. Mr. Keith is correct: that was also indeed 
the purpose of the “original uncomipred Brotherhood " 
It is also the purpose of just about every other human 
religion that has tivr existed' That ui what religion is 
essentially about. 

I do not, however, identify the “original 
uncomipted Brotherhood" with Scientology specifically. 
How could I? Scientology did not exist thousands of years 
ago. Scientology came into being only four decades ago 
The similarity betweon the original Brotherhood and 
Scientology' lies sc their general attempts to create a prag¬ 
matic method of spiritual salvation, but that does not 
mean that their specific techniques are the same. From 
what l know of Scientology techniques, they never ex¬ 
isted before. The types of techniques attempted by tho 
original Brotherhood ore echoed in manv hermetic and 
metaphysical writings from throughout history, and those 
techniques ire juiti* different from Saentology tech¬ 
niques. Other religions with a "practical" orientation, 
such as early Buddhism, used yet ocher techniques, such 
in medication. In ray book. 1 distinguish between those 
religions mat attempt a pragmatic approach to spiritual 
questions >regardless of what their precise tecnmques 
«re> from those religions which reiy on ntuai and a\ip- 
plicution io deities for saivatmn. 1 ciesrly have a bias in 
favor o{ *he pragmatic scientific' 1 type. but nowhere in 
my boos ic 1 claim that .-very group that has tried this 
jnprnaoh r da> iciuailv ^ucceeiiea Thru includes the 


“original unrorrupted Brotherhood." Does Scientology 
succeed in this regard where earlier religions have failed? 
I don't know. It obviously did not succeed for Mr. Keith, 
otherwise I am sure that he would a till be in Scientology. 

Mr. Keith says that my description of the early 
Brotherhood using a otep-by-step method of teaching is 
“atnught Scientologese." {SP #10. p. 37). No it‘s not. It's 
history. That is how ail of the Brotherhood-style organi¬ 
zations are uet-up: through a system of degrees designed 
to “raise" a person in a step-by- step manner towards ul¬ 
timate spiritual fulfillment (That doea not mean that 
people who undergo the process necessarily attain that 
fulfillment, but that is the basic rationale behind it). 
There are plenty of Masonic, Rosicrucian, and hermetic 
texts that make this very clear, several of which I ate in 
my bibliography. Just because Scientology does some¬ 
thing similar today does not mean that I am spouting 
“ScientologeBe" when I discuss how that basic method 
and rationalization were used by other groups earlier in 
history. If Scientology is repeating some of that history 
today, it still doesn’t change the past. 

Mr. Keith then goes on to complain how expen¬ 
sive Scientology services ore. Well, OK. Tm not defend¬ 
ing Scientology pricing practices. I really don’t care since 
Tm not trying to pay for any 

I have already admitted that I have a bias in fa¬ 
vor of a "scientific" approach to spiritual questions since 
I am convinced that a true spiritual reality doeM exist. 
Any science requires precision, and a “word substituted 
here and a sentence omitted there" really does affect 
whether something will succeed, even if Mr. Keith criti¬ 
cizes me for expressing that idea. On the other hand. 
Mr. Keith seems to think that L. Ron Hubbard is the 
only religious leader to insist on strict adherence to the 
religiona spiritual methods. Nearly all religions do tho 
same thing since each one believes that it holds the true 
path to spiritual salvation. The Pope has recently is¬ 
sued strict instructions for Catholics to obey; Christian 
fundamentalists demand absolute adherence to the lit¬ 
eral word of tile Bible; blasphemy in some Moslem coun- 
tries still receives the death penalty; and to a milder ex¬ 
tent. Buddhj.su and Hindus all have their mandatory 
paths. The only question is- do any of those paths (in¬ 
cluding Scientology) actually bring about true spiritual 
liberation? If a path actually does so, then it should bo 
followed precisely, like a recipe If a path doesn't bring 
that liberation (even though its members might think it 
docs), then it is pointless to bother with it. 

Next. Mr. Keith complains that I use the idea of 
hidden perpetrators inflaming human conflict. That is a 
major premise of ray hook. Without it. there would be no 
Gods of Eden. Again, the basis of Mr. Keith’s objection 
is L Ron Hubbard- Mr. Hubhard has written something 
called the ‘Third Party Law" which discusses, in a gen¬ 
eral lease, the idea of outside third parties inflaming 
conflict between others. A man named Niccoio 
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MacinaveU], however, had described tne same phenom¬ 
enon hundred* of years before Mr. Hubbard ! cue and 
quote the relevant passages from Machiovelb, nor from 
L flon Hubbard {TOOK. pp. 84-86). The Biole also 
describes a similar Dhenamenon. and I anuu! those tv*'- 
sages us wall iTGOE. pp 82-83) The fact is, the writ- 
mgs of Mflchiftvelh are still widely included m college 
history and sociology courses around the world. By Mr. 
Keith’s illogic. every professor who assigns Maehutvelli 
or uses a Machiavellian analysis for any social or his- 
loncaJ event if guilty of -ecroily promoting Srumtnldgy 
because L Ron Hubbard happened to write something 
called the ’Third Party Law.” 

The scenario that spiritual beings pick up new 
bodies after death is, once again, not unique to 
Scientology, contrary to Mr. Keith's repeated assertion. 
(SP rtlO . p. 38). There is plenty' of non-Scientology lit¬ 
erature that expresses the same scenario. I believe in 
the validity nf it fnr reasons that have nothing to do with 
Mr. Hubbard. In fact. I spend tune talking about tbe 
"entity of light" that many people encounter during near* 
death experiences ( TGOE . pp 441-442), and l am not 
aware that Mr Hubbard addresses the specific issue of 
the “entity of light" anywhere (If he docs, 1 have not 
seen it). 

The Mettaya prophecy is as I stated it. The 
Metteya prophecy is not a standard "messiah from God" 
prophecy since Buddhists did not have such a concept of 
God at the time that the prophecy was made. The proph¬ 
ecy was therefore simply that someone would come along 
who would be able to finish Buddha's work. I devote an 
entire chapter to discussing the whole issue of 
prophcaized meoaiahs (Chapter 16), and nowhere da I 
credit any person, including Mr Hubbard, as being the 
fulfillment of any religious prophecy. In fact, 1 make it 
dear that there have been an awful lot of people through 
out history who have proclaimed themselves the m*s- 
siah of this-or-th.it prophecy. I state my opinion that no 
one can legitimately claim the title until that person has 
actually succeedec in the quest of spiritually liberating 
humanity. In other words, it is a title that must t>e earned 
through actual success, not just because someone pro¬ 
claims it and others believe it Thar goes for Mr Hubbard. 
If Scientology actually succeeds in spiritually liberating 
the human race, then I will give Mr. Hubbard the title 
once that success is complete, but not before then and 
not just because he says so The same hulili* for any othei 
would-be messiah. 

Confessionals have been going on for a very long 
time. They are still a port of the Catholic Church, and 
confession often plays a role in ordinary therapy. A 
"proper confessional" is simply one that provides a se¬ 
cure setting in which a person can relieve him or herself 
of the burdens of guilt for things that tbe person has 
done Catholics dc it formally in a booth, other religions 
uffer private counseling with pastors, many patients wind 


up discussing such matter? with their Therapists m the 
cours? of therapy, and Scientologists have methods us¬ 
ing tneir “E-mater." Confession can be very beneficial 
when don® in a manner that will actually relieve tht 
burner nf guilt Most secular therapists would ucrrvv 
about this. A confessional is done incorrectly when it 
causes a non-Kociopottaic person to feel guilty for things 
that tn* person did no: feel guilty about before, or when 
u is used as harrassment, punishment, or method of gam 
The- use of any particular artifact or method atone is not 
the criterion to determine a "correct" or “incorrect" 
confe9sionnl...!t is the actual benefit that a person ob¬ 
tains from It l am certain that an incorrect and de¬ 
structive confessional can be done with a Scientology £- 
meter just as surely as it car. be done in a booth with a 
Catholic pries!. 

Mr, Keith criticizes my discussion about psy¬ 
chiatry and psychiatric drugs. Why does he entewe me 
for it^ Because he think* I »m wrong’.' No. Because I 
did not document it? No. Why? You guessed it. 
Scientology! There are three ironies here: 

Tne first irony is that the general opinion that I 
express anout psychiatrist* is not nearly as severe a s I 
have rfeen in some Scientology literature, I state. The 
purpose of this discussion is not to impugn the general 
mental therapy field. As I mentioned earlier, there are 
many fine psychiatrists in practice today " (TGOE. p. 
362). From what I have Been, few Scientologist* take as 
kindly a view. Also unlike some Scientology literature I 
have seen, I don’t describe psychiatrists as o bunch of 
ill-intentioned no-good era who all want to do other people 
m: 1 describe the problem as one of education and basic 
phiisophic&l orientation that haa brought about the use 
of powerful drugs with ninny harmful side effects. 
(TGOE. p. 362). 

The second irony is that many secular human¬ 
ists take a similar view of psychiatry while at Lhe same 
time they vilify Scientology. Ln other words, contrary to 
the impression created by Mr. Keith, the view I express 
about psychiatry is also held by by many people who are 
openly against Scientology! Mr. Keith’s illogic would have 
no one—including humanists—make any negative state¬ 
ments about psychiatry since L. Ron Hubbard has also 
said similar things. 

The third irony U Mr. Keith’s statement. This 
(meaning the problems of some psychiatric methodsl was 
one of the tilings that Hubbard won right about, but don't 
get me wrong: Hubbard was right about a lot of things...a 
lot of it (Scientology spiritual methodology] works pretty 
well..ui lot of Hubbard’s insights were profound.'’ 
HUH??/! COME AGAIN...??If 

Why on Earth did Mr. Keith just spend two full 
pages of a magazine defaming me and vilifying my book 
because he though: he perceived a handful of Scientology 
ideas when he admits that “Hubbard was right about a 
lot of things* and that “a lot of Hubbard's insights wore 
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profound”??!! 

Unbelievable! After I read that statement. I 
looked through Mr Keith's Arriola again and noticed that 
there is not a single statement 1 make in 77ie Gods of 
Eden that Mr. Keith demonstrates is wrong. Every criti¬ 
cism Mr Keith makes is based on Mr. Keith's allnga- 
bona that similar concepts might have been expressed 
at some time by L. Ron Hubbard (even though those same 
concepts have ail been expressed elsewhere. too)l 

What is Mr. Keith’s real peava? His perception 
is that Mr. Hubbard has expressed a lot of truth but used 
it for bad ends. That type of thing is exactly what I talk 
about in my book; m fact, u is one of the major themes of 
The Gods of Eden : the twisting of truth to create spiri¬ 
tual oppression and deterioration. It la the means by 
which l suggest that Homo sapiens has been kept re¬ 
pressed for many thousands of years. I don't know 
enough about Scientology to know if that scenario ap¬ 
plies to Scientology. Is Scientology another entity that 
has twisted spiritual truth to create a living Hell, as Mr. 
Keith suggests, or does it offer a true but sometimes 
bumpy path to spiritual liberation as many of its adher¬ 
ents believe? I don't know. 

So. what specific facts did I take out of the writ¬ 
ings of L. Ron Hubbard? The four works I ate are: 

Dianetics & Scientology Technical Dictionary. 1 
used a single definition out of this book regarding the 
nature of the spiritual being, and I even footnoted it on 
page 436 of my book. fHardly a ’sneaky" tactic). Although 
the basic concept has been expressed many nines be¬ 
fore. t thought that Mr. Hubbard's definition was good 

Have You Lived Before This Lifei Thu u actu¬ 
ally a book of cose histones, none of which I used. My 
only interest lay in the two-page introduction which con¬ 
tains some information about the Synod of Constan¬ 
tinople held m 353 A.D. I realize r.ow that I did not need 
to include this book in my bibliography since 1 verified 
the information from another source. 

Hymn nfAsia. My interest here lay m the intro¬ 
duction which contains historical information about the 
life of Buddha and the Mecteya prophecy. I found sev¬ 
eral bits of information useful since they were footnoted 
and based on non-Scientology sources. Mo actual 
“Scientology ideas' were used from this book. 

The Volunteer Minister's Handbook. This was 
the only source from which 1 used a uniquely “Scientoiogy 
idea.' That is the idea that an inexplicable and uncon¬ 
trollable emotional “milercoaster feeling :s the result of 
being affected by i repressive (br**supprewiivB r ? person. 

I adopted this idea mtD my thinking because it ae«rm= to 
have been true in my own life, t.u . ceasing an as-jocna- 
lion with >uch a person immediately ends the 
“rollercoaster ’ feeling. Thi» is the only purely 
"Scientology idea'' that exists in /T-.a Girds of Eden. <1 
have actually seen the idea expressed elsewhere and had 
•bought that it was a irena. out Mr. Hubbard in the Tue 


originator of it). 

All other concopt3 in The Gods of Eden, even if 
some of them may have been expressed in some form at 
one time or another by L Ron Hubbard. I base upon non- 
Scientology sources, which I documonL 

I will pay n few last words about all of this, and 
then I hope that we can all go nur separate ways. It was 
clour from Mr. Keith’s review that he is still in a great 
deal of pom and turmoil over his 13-year involvement 
with Scientology. I was forced to share Mr. Keith's pain 
because of what he wrote about me. I wish that Mr. 
Keith had bothered to contact mo before writing his ar¬ 
ticle-my correspondence address is in the back of the 
book-because he would have discovered that I have ex¬ 
pressed several concerns about Scientology behavior my¬ 
self I therefore just hope that Mr. Keith can make peace 
with his past (A «upportrve family, good friends, and 
varied interests and goals in life all help.) 

What is the bottom line to all of this? It does not 
matter who says something-, what matters is if it is cor 
rect. Even if all of Mr Keith's allegations were true 
(which they are not), would it matter as long as what is 
said in The Gods of Eden rs co r r e ct? In the field of con¬ 
spiracy scholarship, we are all going to use occasional 
sources that other people find controversial. In some of 
hia other writings. Mr. Keith seems enamored by the “Al¬ 
ternative 3" scenario. I am less persuaded by it, but I 
am going to respect Mr. Keith's ideas and not accuse him 
of having mnl motives for expressing them. I hope that 
in the future he ’will have the same respect for roe.

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Whitewater and the 
Mysterious Fifty 
Million Dollars

A mysterious fifty million dollars may come back 
to haunt Dill Clinton and hl*> wife Some background: for 
ten years a slew of cases collectively called the 
Andreuccettl affair has been pending txi the state and 
federal court* tn the Chicago area.

In telling his woes to this writer, who knew John 
Glerum from the Andreuccettl cases Glerum said he did 
noi think he could prevent Irwn gettinc ‘framed ’ *Vou'nr 
a skilled attorney, you should be able to defend 
yourself,* Skolnick told Glerum. The attorney explained 
mournfully dial Ihe powers that be have the matter set 
up, and the usual defense of the law and the facts 
cannot help him.

Bob Dylan's Tarantula Returns

Tarantula was ay far the longest and roost romptex 
poetic work by Bob Dylan published lit the I960*. and t« 
may be the only book he has written. (Si<*amsh*n*»l 
Debris: Tn the Noitmber 25. 1085 edition of Tune. Dylan 
claimed. 'A while bark I started writing a novel called Ho 
Cht UtnK ei harltrm. He wm» a shnri order cook there in 
the *20» before he went back to Viet Nam- lt‘» a docu¬ 
mented fact Thai exrlted me there for a mlnuic*} He 
has sometimes called Tarantula a ‘novel * It would be 
more reasonable 1c say that It Is an "anil-novel.* since 
for the moat part It Is made tip of brokrn sentences and 
broken anecdotes, and It does not tell a story; but 
TaruntulQ does render a detailed portrait of an individual 
and (lie society in which this person lives, which a a 
familiar chorarlcmtic of novela. 

The publisher's introductory note lo the authorzed 
edition says that Tarantula was written when Dylan was 
twenty three. Bui Dylan Informed the public lhal hr was 
writing a book In May IWG3. a few days before his twen¬ 
ty-second birthday, He was being interviewed by Studs 
Terkel. on tape, lor Terkel* radio show, and he men¬ 
tioned that his book descrUied his first week in New 
York City. According to the narrative composed by 
Dylan s first “biographer.* Anthony Scaduto, It would 
seem that this book became Tbranlula. Scaduto specifi¬ 
cally says that Dylan worked on Tarantula' at Joan 
Bats' home later in 1963. and he quotes Baez' remarks 
about the way Dylan worked, and about the segment of 
the book she read-which evoked Dylan’s "childhood' in 
Hibblng. But that project was abandoned, or It was 
utterly transformed because Dylan did not tell the read 
er anything expllct' about his past tn Tarantula. 

Scaduto reports that Dylan carried his typewriter 
with him during his road trip across Americs in 
February 1964; and one scene In Don’t Lot* Back shows 
Dylan typing, with his back turned to s group of people. 
In a hotel room In London. 1A photo of Dylan with hte 
typewriter In his arms was taken by filmmaker D. A 
Penncbaker tn that same hotel room.) Dylan's use of a 
typ e wr i t er while he was on the road Is Indicative of salt¬ 
ing habits that would have enabled him to finish 
Tarantula during 1964 and 1965, in addition lo hts 
activities. Final editing of the lead may have been com 
pie ted during the spring of 1966. but lhal dal* Is a mai¬ 
ler of interest onh because Tarantula did not appear In 
the fall of 1966 when Macmillan had said It would, and 
Dylan lias been blamed because It did not. The detail of 
greatest historical importance about the publication of 
Tarantula really docs not concern the authorized edition;

because the galley proofs cf Tarantula got into the hands 
of Dylan's admirers before they had been edited and 
approved by Dylan, and mam’ thousands of copies were 
made from these “liberated* galleys. 

The coy remarks of "the Publisher' In the peeface of 
Tarantula were written Lvc years after this deharle. 
Macmillan did not apologize; but It would seem that they 
were virtually confessing that they did not ask Dylan's 
permission to circulate galleys of Tarantula. and that 
they enabled the book to get out. even though Dylan had 
not said U was ready: 

We weren’t sure whal to make of the book- except 
money.... 

We worked out a design for the book...and we set It 
up. We also made up some buttons and shopping bogs 
with a picture of Bob and the word Tarantula. We want¬ 
ed to call everyone’s attention to the fact Uwt the book 
was being published. We wanted to help Life and Look 
and the New York Time* and Time and Newuweek and 
all the real who were talking about Bob.... 

There were also a few sets of galleys that had gone 
around to different people who were being given a pre¬ 
view of the book. Those advance review galleys are made 
of every book.... 

Macmillan's preface (reprinted In the new* paperback edi¬ 
tion of Tarantula released In 1994) does not say that 
Dylan was angry, or disappointed. when he learned that 
his work was being passed around It says he fold them 
that he wanted to make changes in the book, and that 
he had a motorcycle accident; and It implies that Dylan's 
tardiness delayed the printing and publication. 

No one has directly challenged Macmillan's explana¬ 
tion concerning the long postponement of their publlra 
tlon of Tarantula and no one has shown much Interest 
in the subject of the circulation of the bootleg edition of 
the book. But the surreptitious publication of Tarantula 
may have been a phenomenon that Is without parallel tn 
history, for Tarantula was not banned, and It would not 
have been censored If Macmillan had released 11 in 1966. 
nevertheless it was published without the support of the 
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publishing industry, and without the 
consent ol the author 

Stephen Pickering describes the 
copy of the bootleg of Tarantula he 
owns In his anthology of articles 
about Dylan. Praxis. One. published 
In 1071; he also reprints s dedica¬ 
tion. u prologue, and an epilogue, 
that appear In the bootleg, but were 
deleted from the final edition. He 
mnurka that the bootleg has *1965" 
written Inside the cover, and that 
“minor word changes* were made 
throughout the text before It was 
printed by Macmillan. Robert 
Shelton, author of No Direction Home 
fan other ‘biography* of Dylan), pro¬ 
vides to facts or figures about the dls 
Ulbutlnn of the bootleg Taran ix iia. but 
he supplies very important informs 
lion when he says that Dylan had the 
galleys of Tarantula In his hands 
when they talked tn March 1966. and 
that Dylan said he was going to read 
them that same night. Assuming that 
Dylan did work on Tarantula alter he 
talked to Shelton, he may well have 
finished final editing of the galleys 
before hr left the continent for Hawaii 
ami Australia. Shelton also says tliat Dylan complained 
to him dial. ’Tarantula has already been publicized and 
written about.-You know, I Just don l like Ihc obvious.* 
Had Shelton published this Interview in 1966. Dylan 
would not have been accused of making Via cm Ulan wait 
for his manuscript: but Shelton’s Interview was not pub 
Ushed until 1986. and then It appeared toward the end 
of a text that repeats the idea that Dylan was ‘out of 
control* during the years preceding his retirement- the 
years In which Tarantula was written. 

In an article published in the V<nu York Times in 
1971. Robert Christgau refers to the distribution of the 
bootleg of Tarantula as if it were a contemptible subject 
when he remarks that Tarantula was ‘hawked on the 
street and under the counter over the past few years by 
hip rip-oil artists*: but he also ridicules Tarantula in hi* 
review and says. "Dylan ts not a poet.* In contrast. Craig 
(Carpel, author of a piece entitled The Tarantula In Me’ 
published In the Village Voice that some year, seem# to 
take delight in saying that bootleg cop Mm of Tbrancukt. 
"appeared piled next to undcrground-FM-bookstore cash 
registers * This is an apt phrase: but it assumes that the 
reader knows that Dylan influenced politics, that rhe FM 
radio band earned music and news of interest to mem¬ 
bers of the peace movement, and that certain bookstores 
(especially bookstores around universitlesi carried 
books, newspapers, magazines, and public notices, of 
Interest to members of the peace movement, ll aiwo sup¬ 
ports the contention that some people made proilts from 
the sale of the bootleg of Tarantula. Dylan’s admirers 
and ‘he *rlp olT artists* were at work abroad <oo. it 


seems: because Alain Remond. 
author of a book about Dylan pub¬ 
lished In France In 1975 (Les 
chrmlns dr Bob Dylan}, says that 
copies of Dylan's ‘phantom-novel* 
could be found In several book¬ 
stores In Paris, before Macmillan's 
au I homed edition was released 
Ella Katz goes to the heart of 
the matter In an article published 
by Pickering tn Proxts. One. that 
was originally published In Great 
Britain In 1969, where he calls 
Tarantula, ‘the first post-priming 
press novel,* and explains that 
Tarantula circulated In “xeroxes 
and xeroxes of xeroxes.* and passed 
‘like drugs from hand to hand 
among longhair*.* Unfortunately 
Katz does not mention the peace 
movement, or Its Issues and events, 
tn explicit terms. He says, ’...there 
are those who feel (Tarannda) to be 
a Revolutionary” work of art...*: but 
he makes fun of this Idea. He sug¬ 
gests that Dylan may have been 
compUdtous with the circulation of 
Tarantula through the under¬ 
ground: bul he does not attempt to 
explain why the people he characterizes as ’longhauV 
were Interested In the book. In the liu»t sentence of his 
review, however. Katz says. "It la Almost a certainty that 
Tarantula wUJ sooner or later be scripture to the children 
of America....* There is nothing whatsoever In Katz' 
review that would help the reader understand why any¬ 
one would compare Tcironrula lo ‘scripture*; neverthe¬ 
less the remark reflects Katz* awareness that some of 
Dylan's admirers were avid to read Tarantula because 
ihey believed that Dylan's works teach religious prind 
pies. 

These pages open discussion of Tdranfulo In an 
unpublished book entitled. Prophecy In the Afaekrm Era. 
In ihis book I compare Dylans compositions from the

A Pre-Election Analysis

The Mexican elections will be the most hotly 
contested event In the political history of that country 
since 1040. an affirmation made by Kaul Mscln 
Andrade, who visited Puerto Rico for the celebration oi 
the Caribbean Peace and Justice Project's Solidarity with 
Mexico day. 

Macln explained that several events which have 
taken place In Mexico this year will be crucial In 
determining the electoral process to take place on 
August 21.

Ernesto 
Zedillo: the National Action Party (PAN1. representing the 
political right and headed by Diego Fernandez; and the 
Democratic Revolutionary Party IPRDl. a coalition that 
associates several lertlsi groups around its candidate. 
Cuahtemor Cardenas, who lost the fraudulent 1986 
elections in which PRI declared victory. 

Mac in explained that the assassination enigma posed 
by the murder of PRI's presidential candidate. Luis 
Donaldo Colosio. has caused mistrust among the people, 
since the official government story does not satisfy 
public opinion Several assassination theories about the 
presumptive Mexican president are currently betng 
circulated around Mexico. 

Mactn pointed out that, at first, the government 
acknowledged the existence of a conspiracy to slay 
Colosio but now. flie assistant prosecutor general. 
Miguel Monica, had declared the deed was the work of a 
lone gunman, laving the blame on the self-confessed 
assassin. Mario Abtirto. whom he described as "s 
deranged individual * 

This official version. Mann stated, wan perceived by 
Ihe public as lacking any credibility whatsoever. due to 
the fart that It Is nearly impossible lo rome into rinse 
proximity with a presidential candidate, much less 
bearing a firearm Those responsible for Colosio s 
security- his bodyguards, the Mexican army and he 
PRI's internal security— have not yet testllled in 
hearings. 


The first theory concerning those behind the 
assassination plot Unk wvtml factions of the PRI In the 
states of Guanajuato. Chiapas and Baja. California who 
were upset wtth their party as a result of the 1988 
elections. In said elections, (he PRI granted the 
governorship of those states lo the PAN through a phony 
negotiation process In which the PAN acceded to 
wit lid raw from an alliance in another state In which the 
PRI had Interests. This theory can be supported by the 
fact that "Coloslos death took place In Ihe city of 
Tijuana, located In Baja California," Marin added 

Another theory blames the a tier of the PRI’s higher 
leadership, who were dissatisfied wtth Coloslo s 
nomination. Macin pointed out that during Colosio’s 
campaign-characterized as being a cold one-the 
governor of the federal district. Manuel Comacho Soils. 
In an unprecedented ad In the PRI's htstory. declared 
himself openly against Coloalo's nomination and 
resigned his governorship. 

Macin also noted that Camarho hod a greater press 
coverage than the presidential candidate . who 
apparently lacked popularity within his own parly. 

Mexican president Carlo* Salinas de Cortart'a 
reaction to this was to accept Camacho's resignation but 
not to name him Secretary of Foreign Relations. 
However. Camacho's followers insisted that Coloslo s 
nomination be withdrawn, which provoked Salinas Into 
meeting with his cabinet to impose Colosio as the PRI's 
only candidate. 

According lo Macin. there are many factors that 
support this theory, since Colosio did not respond lo the 
Interests of a certain section within the PRI. On March 
6. 1994. the PRi C'ommemorated Its fi5th anniversary, 
and Colosio offered a testimonial speech In which his 
differences wtlh Camacho's followers became more 
pronounced. Cotoslo's speech discussed a radical 
o-stmetunng of power within the government, called for 
a change In the PRI's social func tions for a better 
distribution of wealth and advocated that the benefits of 
the trade agreements should be extended lo Mexican 
homes and families. 

Coicsio's statements. Macin say*, were later 
Incorporated tnlo Camacho's manifesto of Marrh 22. In 
the sense that he did not aspire toward the presidency of 
Mexico, which coincides with Coloslo s tragic death on 
March 23rd in Tijuana. • 

These events have caused the elertionary process to 
be viewed with considerable mistrust *lf the government 
does not deride lo solve this mystery once and for ait." 
Macin pointed out. Furthermore. Macin added that the 
candidate that replaced Colosio. Ernesto Zedillo, lacks 
political expertise and is atllined to the best Interests ol 
big business and foreign capital. 

The Ejercilo Zapatista de Liberation's precision in 
the Chiapas revolt was s rude awakening for the current 
Mexican government. After a number of rlties were 
occupied by the ZapalUlos. the public viewed 
government and military action against the insurgents 
with disfavor, in particular Ihe indiscriminate bombing 
of the city of San Bartniome. de Us Casa.

When thi& revolt came about Macln explained. 
Salinas named Camacho "Commissioner for Peace lr. 
Chiapas'. a position he resigned In June after the 
Zapatista Army refused the government's terms. 
Another critical factor that wtU determine the elections te 
the government's position with rrspect to the Zapatista's 
demands. According to Mncin. several regions of Ihe 
country expccl the government to consider the 
Zapatistas a political force and grant thetr requests. The 
right to life. land, respect tor the native Inhabitants and 
greater social Justice for lhe dispossessed are some of 
the demands that the people consider Just. 

At this moment. Mexico Is preparing for elections In 
an environment of utter ungovernability; an average of 
one kidnapping a day. roving gangs of bandits, police 
corruption and rumors of a national uprising If the PR1 
is suspected of fraud are among many of the facts that 
foster the feeling of Insecurity which accompanies the 
electoral race. 

On the other hand, the resignation of secretary 
of state Jorge Carpizo, who Is responsible for the 
electoral process, and Camachos retirement from public 
service point to Mexico’s dire situation as voters head for 
Lhe polls. Macln stated. 

Although this election will feature voting cards, 
the general consensus is that the PR1 will commit fraud 
once more The 1990 census Indicates that there are 43 
million eligible, while the Federal Electoral Institute has 
made 47 million photo voting cards. Macln explained 
that the argument that the census has a margin of error 
lacks any credibility whatsoever, since the alleged 
discrepancy would be one of 4 million voters- Rumor 
has It that the PR1 already has that advantage in Us 
favor. *lf the PR1 wtns again.* Macln declared In hla 
closing statement. *IU victory will be considered 
electoral fraud yet again.* 

After this article waa written, Ernesto Zedillo won 
another of PRl's long line of 'vie tori cm" in Mexico. 
Despite threats from rebel leaders, Zedillo installed 
Eduardo Robledo Rincon as governor in Clapas- Both 
PRD and PAN denounced Zedillo's victory as fraud.

Puppeimasters: the political use oj terrorism In Italy 
(Constable. London. 1991) by PhUlp WUUn. 

tf you're Interested In P2 boss Luclo C«lll and 
NATO operations In Italy, this la the best 'footnoted* 
case agomai thr Infamous 'strategy of tension' that IVe 
read what Gianfranco Sangwnettl called 'defensive 
terrorism.' or the use or artificial led wing terror by the 
state against the proletariat. The future of artificial left- 
wing terror by the state against the proletariat. The 
future lends to happen first In Italy, so Italy ts well 
worth watching. The evidence la so overwhelming as to 
be indisputable the U.S and NATO played a btg role tn 
creating the Christian Democrat Party and P2: and the 
1974 attempted coup d'eiaL 

I’m much less convinced by Wlllan's 
characterization of Tom Negri. WUlan Is all too ready to 
dismiss Negri's zero work politics and to accept the 
second hand assertion by Georgetown CSISer Robert 
Kupperman that Angelica said that Negri was beholden 
to the FIJI. 1 haven't read Negri's Dominion and Sabotage. 
whore he reportedly alludes to his solidarity with violent 
protest. I have read Communists Like Ua (written with 
Felix Quart atI while Negri was In prison for 'subversive 
association*) which slates: *Red terrorism has only one 
end. that of failure and despair. It has only one function: 
to stem the Immense Uberaiory potential which has 
revealed Itself at the heart of this bc«vy period of 
read Ion through which we are going. In as much as It 
compiled with the rhythms of history and with the 
programmings of the opponent, red terrorism has 
revealed itself for what It ts: a paradoxical form of 
conservatism.* 

Willan reports on a biography of Negri In an 
Italian newspaper that had an old inend coiling Negn an 
anti •communist because Negri's brother was killed by 
communists tn Mussolini's last stand. This seems 
absurd tf one reads his Marx Beyond Mane Lessons on 
rh* (jrunrfrlsse a book composed after delivering 
speeches tn Parts al the Invitation of Louis Althusser 
{the Gnindisw is Marx at his most Hegelian Althusser 
was a prominent French Marxist In the Sixties and 
Seventies!. Amazingly, this dense bonk oi political 
economy was an Italian best seller! WUlan makes a big 
discrepancy of omission when he states that Mcgrl and 
his ooltoris were able to "convince the courts that their 
own direct role In terrorist activity was. at most, 
marginal* which implies that they were found innocent. 
WUlan doesn I state that they u^re sen ten red to lward 
time uni it much later in the book, and then only as a 
passing allusion. 

As I look back on the book. I'm suspicious of the 
wav WlUan wants tt both ways. He lends weight »o 
Padua Public Prosecutor Psetrb Calogero a 
unsubstantiated arrusailon that 'he taction I'nierr 
Oprr.no (with which Ncgn wan involved) reached 


agreements with the Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine to provide military training for Italian 
revolutionaries In Lebanon. WUlan previously 
undermined this source: the term 'Cafogcro theorem* ts 
used in Italy to refer to a mistaken prosecution thesis. 
and is based on Calogeros contention that the likes of 
Negn were able to impose their own strategic direction 
on all left-wing extremism tn Italy. The worst, legitimate 
charge against Negri Is that he received a RockefcUer 
grant to study In the United States. 

WUlan cites - and his entire book supports - the 
claims made by Gianfranco Sanguine tti In Terrorism and 
the Stale that the Red Brigades were infiltrated by right- 
wing terrorists, but he scoffs at the fact that the book 
waa self-published and wants readers olf by referring to 
Its style as “truculent* and 'maverick.* Puppetmaslers 
proves that even mealy-mouthed nerds Ukr WUlan can 
point to the truth about state sponsored terror, but that 
II la beyond their ability to come to any honest reckoning 
about the meaning of "work* and the*'preachers of evtT 
(as he calls them! who have done so

The Four Horsemen of the Apocalypse And The Hew 
World Order (Four Horsemen, 1994). 

How far can you open your mind before your 
brains foil out? This Is a challenge most of the readers of 
tills magazine have accepted long ego. Consptratologlsis 
have combed Ihe dusty stacks, absorbed reams ol 
seemingly unrelated material and made the connections: 
we’ve come to a world view that has convinced most of 
our acquaintances that our gray matter has indeed 
dribbled away, and vet there Is one area of the 
conspiracy that has received Ut tie or no attention. This 
book seeks to rectify that (siraost) unbelievable 
situation. 

Many writers have Identified the core of the 
conspiracy, its methods and ultimate goals, and some of 
the major players by name...and these authors wrote tt 
ail down 1900 to 3400 years ago. Their treatises have 
remained tn print throughout history, collected in an 
anthology called the Bible, but thetr application to our 
present situation has remained Incomprehensible even 
to ihe vast maturity of people who purport lo accept that 
book as the inerrant Word of God, namely, those who 
called themselves 'Christians'. Paranoid, obsessive, 
fanatic, wacko nutcasra suiti as ourselves wiU have * 
much easier time of it K we can set aside for the 
moment the persuasive. long-term programming that 
has caused us to dismiss the Bible aa a possible source 
of information and inspiration. 

We've been told that Ihe members of the Council 
of Trent and Nlcea. who *chaae* the books to be Included 
in the Bible were power hungry manipulators. They 
were. So what? We’ve been tokJ that King James was a 
sado masochistic pedophile. He was. So what? We've 
been told that Sir FVanrts Bacon had the text of thr Xing 
James Bible in Jus hands ft* a year or wi He probably 
did. and so what? He may even have released ’with it 
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some...there arc a couple of rather crucial "errors in 
translation" that require one to search oul (hr original 
Creek or Hebrews this cane be satisfactorily done by 
referring to a Strong's Exhaustive Concordance no big 
problem. The ad homtnem attack lb universally 
acknowledged to be an argument of last resort, used 
previous arguments have proven ineffective. All sorts of 
scumbags have been used to fulfill prohecy;Judas 
Iscariot, of Zechanah 11.12 and Luke 22:3-6: Titus. 
Emperor of Rome, who fuilDIcd Matthew 24,2; Alexander 
the Great tn Daniel fet7.8; George Bush. In Revelation 
6:5.6, for a few examples. King James was used lo fulfill 
the prophecy ’Heaven and Earth shall pass away, but 
my words shall not pass away" in Luke 21.33. In short, 
the God of the Blbie is said to be "no respecter of 
persons’ (Acts 10:341, using whomever He will to 
accomplish fits goals. 

Rather than make any arguments for the 
inerrancy or the Bible, The Four Horsemen of the 
Apocalypse and the New World Order points oul some 
rather amazing 'coincidences’, with the invitation to the 
reader lo make of It what he or she will, it examines 
more details of the New World Order as described by the 
prophets long ago; uncovers Moses' treatise on the 
Hegelian dialectic, and penetrates such things as the 
mysteries of the Fourth Horseman of Death It's not a 
‘pale* horse, as has been quoted for centuries by 
everyone from Bill Cooper to Danny Caaolaro, but a 
green one. The Greek word Is ’chloros’, the root of 
"chlorophyll’ green as grass.

The CIA'S Greatest Hits by Mark Zepezauer (Odonlan 

Press, 1994) 

Secrets, Lies and Democracy by Noam Chomsky 
(Odontar. Presto 1994J 

Pictures of the Pam by Richard Trask (Yeoman Press, 
1994) 

Odonlan Press has produced two more books In 
its small, paperback Real Story acne*; another anthology 
of remarks by Noam Chomsky. Secrets, Lies and 
Democracy (Chomsky' books comprise almost a third of 
the Reel Story series); and the first collection of the 
country’s most erudite and historically aware cartoonist, 
7Tu? CIA's Gnpalesl Hits, by Mark Zepezauer. Zepezauer 
Is almost alone among national cartoonists dealing 
directly with poliUcal history, not meandering off into 
Zippy Ptnhcad surreal! ty or the left-tile comedy of the 
likes of Gary Trudeau. Zepezauer previously wrote and 
drew an extremely funny strip entitled U.S. History 
Backu Kjrds. single panels that simply spelled out the 
self-evident situational humor of events like the 
Watergate break in. each new panel moving back further 
into the past The CIA's Greatest Hits looks a lot like that 
strip, although the order of Its presentation Is a little 
less clear. The grafting of Nazi Rclnhard Gehlen s 
network onto the US Intelligence apparatus tops the hit 
parade and the rest of the list move* roughly forward In 
chronology, ending with Yugoslavia. Tire ubiquity of the 
CIA’s involvement, however, creates a chronological 
overlap and the reader must Impose his or her own 
order as to the relative importance of each ’hit’ 
(otherwise serious quibbles could be made about 
ranking JFK's death 49). Each evil deed 
chronicles on this list leads to an 
inescapable conclusion, as Zepezauer 
explains In the too-brlef Introduction; 
’Anyone for whom democracy Is more 
than Just a word should be working to 
abolish the CIA.* 

Zepezauer's own comic strip newspaper, 
the Tucson Comte News, can be had for 
$ 10.70/twelve Issues, POB 2 til. 
Tucson. A2 85702. He claims authorship 
of The Nixon Saga: A Pathography in 
TUwiw Parts. Now who published that? 
As always, the Chomsky book comes 
with only well-guarded recommendation. 
Secrets. Lies and Democracy collects 
transcripts of Interviews with Chomsky 
conducted by David Barsamian. a format 
that makes the sometimes obtuse social 
critic a bit more accessible. (The New 
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York Times hype that Chomsky Is ‘arguably the moat 
Important Intellectual olive* Ls not only another Ue of the 
Times-an attempt to enshrine an establishment criUc- 
bilt no doubt an embarrassment to Chomsky. Surely It 
refers to his opaque linguistics work, relevant only to 
language specialists and funded by the military.) The 
Interviews provide variations on Chomsky’* moat 
important theme, that the top-down authoritarianism 
that passes for democracy In' the US does not even 
Intend to meet the human needs of the citizenry but 
Instead conducts ‘social policy that’s aimed at 
strengthening the welfare slate of the rich.* ‘Since the 
basic Ideology la that a person s human rights depend 
on what they can get for themselves In the markets 
system,** he explains In a discussion on crime, “they 
have no human value.* 

It la a broad and obvious perspective, but Its 
particular applications In the interviews of Secrets. Lies 
and Democracy have some merit. Chomsky's view of 
crime, for Instance. Is followed by a radio discussion on 
gun control that virtually brings Chomsky Into dialogue 
with the populist right (Chomsky mostly talks at his 
audience, not with them), although In the final analysis 
he pegs It as duped by business interests into regarding 
the government as evil. He also has tactical concerns: 
while lire populists seem satisfied lhat the level of chaos 
wrought by private gun ownership will keep the 
government at bay. Chomsky Insists that *lf tire people 
have pistols, the government has tanks. If the people gel 
lank*, the government has atomic weapons.* Hi a own 
arguments that the government Is ‘partially 
Inlluenceable* seems meager. He obviously hasn't read 
the Collier Brothers* Votescam. 

Chomsky's critique of the talking heads in the 
news media (pick one) having Internalized the values of 
the corporate media owners is cogent, although that 
process and Chomsky's particular pick. Tom Wicker. Is 
examined more thoroughly by Michael Parent] In this 
very Issue of SlemnshoofL While cheering Ross Perot's 
victory over Ai Core in Ihe televised debate over NAFTA 
(deliberately reversed by Ihe media according lo 
Chomsky and anyone who watched), he tails lo observe 
that populist-rightwinger Peroi was ihe only person 
allowed to debate Core, despite almost universal 
opposition to NAFTA by ihe likes of Ralph Nader. Jesse 
Jackson, etc. - one has to go to Jello Biafra's new CD. 
Valley aj '.he Gift Police, to hear th3l point made. 
Chomsky docs, however, bring clarity lo the relationship 
of ‘Inlrallrm transfers* to ihe propaganda lhat NAFTA 
improves US exports: ‘Ford Motor Company will have 
components manufactured here in the US ind then ship 
them for assembly to a plant »n Mexico... then they ship 
ihe assembled pari back here...They don't enter the 
Mexican market, and 'here 3 no meaningful sense in 
which 'hey're exports lo Mexico.* 

In places. Chomsky sounds like Dave Emory 
ranting against corporate state fascism, almost In the 
same breath that he repeats his Intellectually dishonest 
pronouncements about the JFK rtssaa.sinauon that 

Emory has helped expose. Chomsky states that the 


as&asstnatioti "had no significant effect on policy that 
anybody has been able to detect", referring to a historic 
record he admits elsewhere that he has not examined. (A 
researcher In Germany named Michael Mornsey has 
made a good case against Chomsky’s view of the 
assassination In the Fourth Decade. State University 
College. Fredonta NY 14063.) He also condemns the JFK 
researchers as a ‘cult" that has had a deleterious effect 
on the left Chomsky would have the reader believe Lhat 
the decades of detail about people, groups, methods and 
motives accumulated by the research community, the 
political organizing, the volumes of research, analysts 
and writing. Is nothing more than celebrity worship— 
and he eerily warns against ‘personalizjlngj the events of 
the world.* Chomsky elsewhere has made similar c ree p y 
arguments about the anti-nuclear movement, stating, 
‘An emphasis on the disastrous consequences of 
nuclear war Is reasonable but not the main point In my 
view." (Secrets. Lies and Democracy Is available from 
Odonian Press. Box 32375, Tucson. AZ 85751.) 

U would be criminal to so dismiss the work of 
Richard Trask, who has produced a large and 
extraordinary collection of rare photographs 
documenting the assassination and Its aftermath, 
entitled Pictures of the Patn. even though It doesn't seem 
to get Ihe main point about Lhe assassination, almost 
willfully avoiding facts that lead lo conclusions about 
the conspiracy. Trask has spent an enormous amount of 
lime, energy and personal fortune on this book and has 
demonstrated great skill as a collector and archivist, 
great technical knowledge as a photographer, and a 
great ability to conduct oral histories on topics 
concerning photography. If not the hlstoiy of the event. 
Pictures of the Pain belongs on the shelves of every 
photographer and Its .photographs belong In the 
collections of every JFK buff. It Is available for $35 
primarily through Trask's Yeoman Press, 35 Centre 
Street. Danvers. MA 01923. 

Trask warns Ihe reader that he ‘cannot 
Intellectually avoid an opinion...(that] the known 
photographs and films...do not presently reveal evidence 
of conspiracy.* He would have served his own cause 
belter, though, had he not reported that opinion, since >1 
flies In llie face of common sense (nothing new here, for 
instance, about the backward head snap In the Z film) 
and few will take It as the final word, even with Trasks 
caveat lhat ‘from this specifically focused study. 1 
cannot say that others did not conspire with or assist 
Oswald.* 

pictures of the Pam is a large (639 pp), well- 
indexed tome, so ihe reader can easily navigate through 
it lo match Us rare outlake Images with others found in 
the published oueure. and thus It has great value as a 
research tool. Arguing with the text, however, when it 
strays from the anecdotes and technical notes of Lhe 
individual photographers interviewed, as is hopeless as 
taking Gerald Posner seriously. Many of the arguments 
are old. like yet another look at John Laltlmores 
laughable attempt to connect JFK's Z film arm 
movements with the ‘Thorbum* position, an utterly 
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irrelevant medical anomaly: others dismiss important 
information, such as Tom Wilson's image processing 
work, which Trask holds up to suspicion because of 
Wilson's difficulty in finding a good forum for Its 
presentation. 

An example of the weird mix of brilliant 
technical detail and lousy assassination history comes 
early tn the book when Trask Interviews While House 
photographer Cecil Stoughton about the swearing-in of 
LBJ. TYask Virtually pinpoints the exact frame In which 
Stroughton switches from his Alpha to his Hassdblad 
camera. Tne Images are beautifully reproduced from the 
contacl prints, save one thai Trask explains as being 
reproduced from a copy negative. This is the ‘wink- 
photograph. a shot of LBJ receiving a wink from 
Congressman Albert Thomas after the swearing In. with 
all the onerous implications It has In David Ltfton's Best 
Evidence. where the photo appeared In 1980 Trask 
supplier no reason why this particular negative original 
is mlAslng, no indication that he asked Stoughton about 
It. no suggestion that he Is even aware of Us controversy, 
despite references to Llflon in the same chapter. 

(Sieamshovel Debris: SfeamshooeJ checked with 
the LBJ Library in Austin and the original is indeed 
missing. Archivist Philip Scotl explained that II was 
missing when the library received the negatives from lhe 
White House photo office. The reproduction In Best 
Evidence was taken from the copy negative.) 

Similarly. Pictures of lhe Pam contains never- 
bcfore-seen images of the famous railroad ‘tramps" but 
Trask. In a hurry to affirm Harold Doyle's new-found 
arrest-record and ‘confession" an one of the tramps, 
dines research suggesting them to be conspirators (E. 


Howard Hunt. Frank Sturgis. Fred Crtsman Charles 
Harreison. et. al.l and the suggestion by A. J Webermar. 
and Michael Canfield that two sets ol tramps were 
arrested that day Trask seems unaware of (he report in 
Steamshovel Press #5 that Doyle look an 
uncharacteristic Am Irak ride to Portland after Lhe media 
wave following hi* "confession" and was debriefed by FBI 
agents Trask also falls to ask important questions of 
Jim Murray, who could have shed light on the .45 slug 
possibly picked up at Dealer Plaza and. again, lhe 
specialist tn this area. Mark Oakes, is acknowledged in 
lhe credlLs. 

As one JFK researcher pul It, what 
distinguishes this book Is not the questions Trask asks 
and answers, but the ones he didn’t ask at all. The 
researcher nevertheless bought the book for Its obvious 
pictorial merits. 

Finally. Jonathan Vankln and ro-nuthor John 
Whalen report that their book. The 50 Greatest 
Conspiracies of AU Time will be available from Citadel for 
S 12.95 by the time this issue of Sleamshouel hits the 
stands. IS looks at Mae Brussel! s FBI files (not the secret 
sendee files examined In Stecuushoud Press #8), Danny 
Casolaro. hemp, the space program. Waco. Cltnton. the 
Lincoln assassination. Jim Morrison, sex In Washington 
DC and more. Van kin’s previous book. Conspiracies, 
Cover Ups and Crtmes. has been translated Into 
Japanese for publisher Tokuma Shoten, with a new 
chapter about the CIA In Japanese politics. Tokuma 
Shoten has also published Jim Keith's Casebook on 
Alternative 3.

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Secret Ciphers of the U/onauls by Allen H. Greenfield 
(TUumlnct Prxr-M*. 1994. $8.95) 

WICCA: The Ancient Way by Janus-Mllhras. et. al. 
(TUunilnet Press. 1994. $5.95) 

Two new releases from Ron Bonds' Illumine! 
Press attempt to Illuminate the mysteries of UFOs and 
witchcraft. Over the years, these subjects have 
generated more heat lhan light, so It's doubtful these 
volumes will be accepted unanimously as the final word. 
Quite the contrary, at least one book. Greenfield's, 
which does claim to be the final word lor key to Itl. 
seems guaranteed to engender even more controversy, 
especially with those ufologists enamored with the 
extraterrestrial hypothesis. 

In Secret Ciphers of the Ufonauts. Greenfield, a 
veteran UFO researcher, ceremonial magfckJan. and 
Gnostic bishop, attempts In less than 120 pages to 
rewrite the entire history of the UFO mystery (If a 
mystery can truly be said to have a history) In terms of 
occultism, specifically (he Qabalistlc occult tradition of 
the Golden Dawn and Ordo Tempi! Ortentls that 
produced Ale is ter Crowley, who emerges In this version 
as a virtual midwife of the UFO era. LAs Greenfield notes. 
Crowley died In 1947. the very year of Kenneth Arnold’s 
landmark sighting of "flying saucers' over Mount 
Ratnleh'Also. Crowley channeled an entity called LAM. 
whom he depicted-year* before Budd Hopkins or 
Whitley Slretber— as resembling Lbe big-domed, bug¬ 
eyed alien Greys of classical abduction lone.) Greenfield 
contends that the key to the identity of the UFOnauts. 
and to the meanings or their ofien bizarre messages can 
best be understood by deciphering the hidden key 
encoded In the text of Crowley's (inlfamou* Liber AL u el 
Lcgis or the Book of die Law. which was channeled to 
Crowley In Cairo In 1904 by a 'praterhuman... 
Intelligence" named Alwass. And as Greenfield notes. 
Crowley described Alwass as resembling what ufologists 
today would recognize as one of the dreaded Mm In 
Black. 

Crowley was aware that the Book of the Law 
contained the cipher. Greenfield claims, but could not 
crack It. as die Book itself predicted. It also predicted 
that Crowley's successor would crack the code, and this 
was partially achieved by one Charles S lari afield Jones, 
aka Prater Achad. an erstwhile Crowley associate who 
had an early falling out with the Great Beast, yet still 
ended up as his 'maglcka! son". much to the apparent 
surprise and dismay of both men. Then, in 1974. British 
occultist Carol Smith completely deciphered Ihe code: 
and In the 1980s, one Fraier Lamed, working with a 
computer, mapped Lbe cipher as a 26 point star patlem 
(for Ihe 26 letters in the alphabet), and developed a 
software program. Lexicon, which yields over 20,000 
alternate star- ciphers. 

The re lore, whenever a UFO encounter occurs and 
some preposterous entity IGreenfield lists as one 
example. "Indiid Cold", who appeared on a West Virginia 
highway to Woodrow Derenberger prior to the celebrated 
Molhman incidents! mouths some enigmatic. 


superficially banal message to some befuddled 
contactee. those "in the know", those conversant with 
this cipher can find out what they really mean. 
Interestingly, John Keel once opined that he suspected 
such events were the result of black magic rituals 
conducted for the benefit of certain Interested parties. 

• To those, like myself, skeptical of Ihe premises of 
numerology and other such "correspondences*. 
Greenfield offers no solid evidence: he obviously tntrndb 
the book as a key, a guide to Initiate the interested 
researcher Into conducting hla or her own quest to 
decipher the secrets of the ufonauts. Of course, an IBM- 
compatible PC and a copy of the Lexicon software mokes 
It easier. (Consider this claim of Greenfield’s: The name 
Alelstcr Crowley, adopted at a time when no computer 
technology existed, yields a value of 194. equal to 
COMPUTER KEY. Also. Ac had’a key of the rituals. IN 
MANIFESTATION-237-PERSONAL COMPUTER. 
Virtually none of the cipher work that has been done 
since 1974 could have been accomplished before the 
advent of computer technology and the widespread 
dispersal of Ihe personal computer. Crowley died In 
1947, Achad In 1950. They ‘could not* hare known, but 
the Masters of the Great White B rotherhood embedded a 
key to lhc cipher of the UFOnauts in their very names." 
p. 57-8). 

The correct use of the cipher. Greenfield says, will 
lead one right to the doorsteps of the ufonauts. and he 
means "doorsteps' literally. These Secret Chiefs are 
flesh-and-blood human beings, albeit the possessors of 
fantastic powers, who war with their evil opposites, the 
Brotherhood of lhc Black Lodge, and must hide behind 
odd pseudonyms, no ms dr guerre. In order to protect 
themselves. (Madame Blavatsky knew them by such 
names as Knot Hoorn! and El Moya.) It is this thesis of a 
vast, global, secret wars between two occult groups, 
each allied with supernatural entitles and each 
manipulating politics and other human events, that 
might interest SP readers die most. Greenfield Involves 
everyone from John Keel and Phil Dick, to Meade Layne 
(of the Bordnland Science Foundation! and Richard 
Shaver and Ray Palmer (of the Shaver Mystery 
phenomenon), to the wacky eontactees like George 
Adamskf and Truman Bethurum Most interesting of all 
Is an interview with Terry R. Wriste’ (say It fast), who 
claims to have led a Dero-huntlng expedition Into a 
Georgia cave In the 70s. from which only a remnant of 
hla troop of Vietnam vets and leftist radicals relumed 
unscathed. Phis same gentleman provides a short 
chapter on "How to Defeat Ihe UFO Bodysnatchers", but 
It*9 nothing you can icam at home in your spare time 
and then use to start your own franchise. 

In contrast. WICCA. Tfu- Ancient Way. a slim. 64 
page Introduction to the Old Religion composed by 
divers hands. Is subdued and deliberately avoids 
anything suggestive of scnsaUonallsm. There's little here 
to elicit 'Goaill Wowl* reactions, little to cause any but 
the most rrabbed skeptic to sneer. The authors present 
a credible case for Wlcca— the true Wlcca. which they 
define as being Continental, not British, ji origin-as a 
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Traditional Mystery Hr Ilf ion transmitted via oral 
teaching and personal initiation tram adept to student 
Janus Mithras and Uie real draw persuastvr parallel* 
between the Craft and the more esoteric varieties of 
Hinduism. Buddhism and. oddtv. the Qabaisb This 
argument for Wlcca as "the Tantra ot the West’ 
ironically, led me to see slrolUnces especially to Zen 
Buddhism, although the Z-word is never invoked in the 
text. 

Although there are reference* tv the Great Goddess 
and the Great Homed God, and other wlirhv busrwovds, 
nothing seems (o exrllc the authors* cootempl more 
than the Glenda the Good Hippy Dippy Feminist Witch 
stereotype popularized by books like Margot Adler'a 
Drau-'ing Do urn the Moon. They dtsmta* such poseurs 
ruthlessly: "We then have die present situation where 
people read books, buy capes and candles, call 
themselves ‘Witches' and proreed to act and 
speak in way’s ranging from pernicious to 
Just plain silly. This kind of thing has 
done more harm to the Craft liu*n 'he 
persecution of the Middle Ages." tg 
59| And Jusf In case you still don’t 
get It: "Traditional Wlcca Is NOT 
about 'nature worship'," (p. 55) 

(1 Is to combat the 
damage wrought by the 
dilettantes and self* 
promoters that this book wua 
deemed necessary. The 
authors argue that the 
Traditional Craft now faces 
the possibility of extinction, 
due more to Its alleged friends 
than to any foes, they ponder 
solutions, and weigh the risks 
entailed, and although their 
conclusion la far from optimistic, 
they avoid descending into despair 
and hysterica, unlike a few other 
religions 1 could name

Far the Ufe of me. 1 cannot understand why conspiracy* 
related researchers are so anxious to trash the 
Gemstone Files as Hougan does In his letter (‘Carles. 
Cabals and Correspondence.* SPl&l, Jim Keith, for the 
most part, also took a debunkcr’s position with his 
production of The Gemstone File (IllumlNet, 1992). My 
own research Into the Gemstone thesis took place 
without the bias prevalent In these and other criticisms 
of the Gemstone File* and the so-called Skeleton Key to 
the Gemstone Files. My book on this topic. Project Seek: 
Onassts. Kennedy and the Gemstone Thesis (Brldger 
House. 1994). was almost completely written before I 
even knew about other books on this topic. Almost 
without exception, these books'simply reproduce the 
Skeleton Key and offer commentary from outside 
sources, many of whom are woefully unfamiliar with the

I tried (o get away from thal approach with 
Project Seek. Eighteen years ago. I first received a copy of 
the Skeleton Key, and. like everyone ebe at that time in 
1976.

It was only until the late 1980s that I became 
acquainted with the Key . One major reason behind his 
resurgent interest was James Rest on Jr.'s 1988 book on 
John Connally l7he Lone Star: The Life of John Connolly. 
Harper and Row. 1989) in which he builds a convincing 
circumstantial case Ih3l Lee Harvey Oswald hated 
Connally bccausr Connally blocked Oswald from 
receiving on honorable discharge from the U.S. Marines. 
As result. Reslon Jr writes, Oswald was gunning for 
Connally. not Kennedy, on Nov 22. 1963. This is exactly 
what the Skeleton Key slates, and struck a resonant 
chord Lnside my head about this entire Gemstone thesis. 
I cross-checked another piece of the Key. Ihen another. 
Lhen another...and before long, it was obvious that much 
of what the Key slates - albeit In an emotional, 
sensationalized manner- had plenty of truth behind tt. 

! also learned of the poisonous etTect of the 
Cemsione thesis, aa 1 am sure many researchers have 


discovered (and as Hougan brought out In his letter). 
However, my experience was more first-hand than moeL 
1 was working as a copy editor at the San Francisco 
Examiner when I began piecing together my Key 
research, ami ultimately several of my colleagues found 
about IL U must have gotten back to the Hears* family 
what 1 was up to: at thal time, cover-ups were In place 
to protect Patty Hears! from any serious scrutiny 
regarding the SLA mens back In the mid-1970s, and to 
quash any noUons about getting to the truth about the 
1978 massacre at Jonestown (one of my colleagues, 
photographer Greg Robinson, dies In Ihe initial shootout 
that also killed Rep. Leo Ryan). Therefore, suspicions 
began running a little high as to my intentions, 
especially since the Palty Hears I kidnapping wau labeled 
a fake by Bruce Roberts In the Skeleton Key. Suddenly, I 
began receiving negative job reviews - when for years I 
was considered a reliable, accurate editor. The more I 
accelerated my Key research. Ihe more heat ! received 
from management and co workers. I was Anally dnven 
out of San Francisco In March of 1990. Fortunately. I 
had completed Ihe bulk of my neaeaiTh on the Skeleton 
Key before my departure (please note that many of the 
Incidents described In the Key allegedly tnok place In 
San Francisco, and since 1 was right there, 1 
exhaustively researclied all possibilities). 

Misfortune followed me from San Francisco into 
other areas, the details of which I cannoi divulge at this 
time, but appeared to be connected with my Gemstone 
materials and research. Suffice It to say. since the 
release of Project Seek in April of this year, all pressures 
brought to bear on me have suddenly vanished. 1 am 
sorry lo disagree wilh Hougan and other Gemstone 
skeptics, but l feel 1 would never have undergone any of 
the ongoing travail of ihe past six years had U not been 
for research Into the Skeleton Key. There Is something to 
li. folks, and I feel that l proved It by sticking to my guns 
.and getting Project Seek out to the public for further 
evaluadon. 

Hougan and other researchers should be open- 
minded enough to at least entertain the possibilities of 
what 1 call ‘Informed speculation.* such as what the 
Gemstone thesis alleges. Hougan also makes the 
mistake of asserting that the Skeleton Key begins and 
ends with purported author Stephanie Caniana—and 
that discrediting Caruona will make the Gemstone Files 
magically vanish. Nothing could be further from the 

truth. 

I have maintained for years that if the lightly 
wound Skeleton Key was ever unraveled, and Its 
fundamental points Individually evaluated with regard to 
verifiability, then the Gemstone thesis would clearly 
stand or fall on its own inerts. The next step would be 
lo seek out corroboration of Gemstone s allegations 
through previously published sources or live interviews, 
as I did in Project Seek. In fact, when I first decided to 
tackle the Skeleton Key's merits, I did so with the intent 
of finally discredit tng the thesis once and lor all so that I 
could get an with the rest ol my I lie. The exact opposite 
happened. U ts difficult to dispute '.he (acts, most of 
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Which ar r included in Project Seek, that lend at least 
some partial credence to the tirad: of Bruce Robert#, as 
synopsized in the Skeleton Key. 

By far the most senous problem with elemental 
research into the Skeleton Key is the astonishing lack of 
background information about Aristotle Ona&sis apart 
from his carefully filtered biographies. Such luminary 
research works as the Random House and Funk & 
Wagnalls encyclopedias have no references at Onassis 
whatsoever- noi even a menUon of him In their master 
indexes, nor even a line indicating that Jacqueline 
Kennedy married him after John Kennedy and hip 
brother Robert wen- assassinated. 

Of course. Jackie Onassls was a “book editor’ 
for years ai Random House, and in a position to kill any 
such material on her late husband. Now that she la 
Cone. too. more material about the much-maligned 

Gemstone thesis might come staggering out of the 
closet.

organizations- the Mutual UFO Nrtwork (MUFON). the 
rune for UFO Research iFUFORl. and the J Alien 
Hynefc Center for UFO Studies ICUFOSJ - on* infUtraied 
by tmelltgemr operatives at the highest Irvrls. ISome 
attribute his dtsgmnlktoent to ORTK a exclusion from a 
huge grant to CUFOS. MUFON. and FUFOR by the 
mvsienous Blgebw Foundsuon I Now he has Issued s 
circular saying that Kart T. Pflock. an emerging skeptical 
voice in research into the Roswell. New Mexico UFO 
crash of 1947. is uying to sow discord and confusion In 
ihe UFO field to conceal the extraterrestrial nature of 
what crashed tn :he desert 47 years ago, 

Pflock, who has worked for the CIA. the 
Department of Defense. Jack Kemp, and the Libertarian 
Party, happen* to be married to Mary Marttnek. 
legislative director in the office of Rep. Steven Schlfl of 
New Mexico, who has spearheaded the recent 
(frustrated) Government Accounting Office investigation 
into the Roswell cover-up. (flock's monograph Roswell in 
Perspective, published by FUFOR. suggests that the 
Roswell crash may have been nothing more than a 
sophisticated Pnyect Mogul balloon, a top-secret device 
that monitored the stratosphere for nuclear detonations 
in olhei parts of the wurld. A subsequent Air Force 
report, which has since come under a hull of criticism 
from pro-ET Rrtswellologlals, agrees with Pflock * 
conclusion*. Neither I flock not the Air Force report puts 
much store at aJJ In Ihe eyewitness reports of dying 
aliens and weird hieroglyphics among the wreckage. 

[Steamshovet Debris: The Air Forre report on 
Roswell also singled out records management In Si. 
Louis os partlruorty rife with mlsfUlng In detailing how 
U used the material gtven to It by the National Personnel 
Records Center In Si. Louis- which Incidentally once 
employed Michael Aquino, leader of Temple of Set and a 
noted figure among some conspiracy researchers— the 
Air Force Repon contradict* Itself. It first remarks that 
one book on Roswell ‘claimed that the writers had 
submitted the names and aerial numbers of . personnel 
stationed at Roswell In July 1947 to Ihe Veierans 
Administration and Ihe Defense Department.* but then 
adds that the Air Force had to do Independent 
verification of these records because Uie authors did not 
have the serial numbers.) 

Now Komarek claims ‘11 appears that Karl Pflock 
Is about to provide...the Air Forcr and the established 
dr bunkers with phoney research that will give teeth lo 
the Project Mogul cover story.* Whether he does or not 
It looks like a showdown In the Roswell research 
community, now that the two leading pro-ET 
Investigators into ihe crash. Stanton T. Friedman and 
CapL Kevin D. Randle, have patched up their differences 
after exchanging accusations of plagiarism. 

It becomes understandable why Dr. Jacques

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Turin Stirring* 

There have been some new developments 
regarding the claim that C-14 dating results on the 
Shroud from 1088 (A.D. 1260-1390) proves that the 
Shroud is the product of a medieval forger 

Dr. Dmitri Kouznetaov. a Russian from Moscow, 
and several colleagues conducted three years of research 
on linen textiles. On September 28. 1094 Dr 
Knuxnetsov announced in a press conference that three 
(actors had not been taken Into account by the Libs who 
conducted the C-14 dating on the Shroud. Hta findings 
will he published in the Journal Analytical Chemistry. 

The first problem Is that there Is a natural 
ability of flax to concentrate C-14 In the cellulose part of 
the plant, from which linen is made, which would have 
the effect of making (he radiocarbon date of I he Shroud 
appear younger than Its actual age. Second. Dr. 
Kou/netsove discovered that microbes on old textiles can 
chemically add extra carbon Into the Unen. but they did 
not Ond the microbes on modern linen. Kournetaov will 
report his findings in this area to the American Chemical 
Society's symposium on archaeological chemistry In 
California in April 1995. which could necessitate 
changes in previous datings of linens that have been 
carbon dated. 

The thud problem is a Are that the Shroud was 
affected by In 1532. which apparently bonded extra 
carbon to the cloth In the reaction of water with 
combustion gases in the sliver container. Whrn other 
linens were subjected to conditions matching (he 1532 
fire, the results always showed that extra carbon liad 
been added to the cloths. 

Kmiznetsov and his colleagues concluded that 
their calculations indicate that the corrected 
radiocarbon date of the Shroud of Turin should be. at 
minimum. 1800 years before present, which places It 
near the time of Jesus of Nazareth, and again 
strengthens the case for It being hta bunal cloth. 

As (or the criticisms of Dr. Waller McCrone (see 
this issue s Canes. Cabals and Correspondence)-. There 
are many in print regarding hta interpretation of what is 
only a minute portion of the data on the Shroud of 
Turin, whirh has been studied morr fhan any oilier 
artifact. I will Just summarize one sourer. The Shroud 
and llw CorUrvoersy by Kenneth E. Stevenson and Cary 
R. Habermas (Nashville: Thomas Nelson Publishers. 
1990. pp. 26-30). Full bibliographical citations can be 
found m the bac k of the book. 

McCrone has staled that he believes the 
Shroud * image is an artist's production created by 
using a gel.itin-bused paint containing iron oxide and 
mercuric sulfide. In Chemical and Engmeemg Sews, he 
apparently agreed wtth STURT (which studied the clmh 
5 consecutive days in Turin in 19781 that the Shroud’s 
yellow image fibrils are dehydrated cellulose Bui in 
Currmt Anthropology, he staled the image was due to 
aging ol a poim medium. Dunng one STURT meeting, ne 
suggested hematite os the •'»use of the yeUowtng. When 
someone reminded him (bat hematite wasn l even 


available until the 20th century, he declared that 
certainly tt was because an earlier image was being 
enhanced in anticipation of the very first photographs 
that were taken of (he Shroud tn 189ft. Another oddity ta 
that Current Anthropology, hr contended that others 
who had examined sticky-tap* samples “prefer to believe 
the image Is blood.* 

McCrone Implied tn a Discover article that 
STURP declared the Shroud to be a miracle The single 
major statement to which STURP publicly agreed was: 
“It Is concluded that the Image la the result or some 
cellulose oxidation-dehydration reaction rather than an 
applied pigment. The application or transfer mechanism 
of the Image onto the cloth Is not known . .Available data 
from the ‘blood’ areas are considered and the results 
show there to be blood a Lai ns.* STURT'S work has been 
subjected to extremely rigorous scientific peer-review, 
which Insures the reliability of Its work. 

The initial basts for McCrone* contention that 
the Shroud was an artist's creation was that tt “looked 
like* a painting, he claimed that ‘the “orange to red’ 
pigment particles are red ochre. Iron-oxide, and red 
vermilllon.' But the image ta straw yellow; there la no 
red tn It. STURP has never denied that there ts Iron 
cudde on the doth, but tt says it has nothing to do with 
the image: “...amounts of Iron...on the cloth are 
consistent with the retting process tn common use In the 
preparation of linen.* A STURP member stated that if Ihe 
blood on the linage were the result of Iron oxide and 
mercuric sulfide. It woukt have shown up more dearly 
on the X-ray than the water satins, but the opposite 
happened. This ts Just one example of why McCrone’s 
theories don’t At the (acts. 

In 1983. archaeologist WUliaro Meachum wrote 
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“Even If one Ignored tne very compelling 
evidence lo the contrary and granted McCrone's 
interpretation of the iron particles, and piotcin. ail one 
could conclude would he that minute traces of a solution 
or ointment containing pure hematite arc present In Lbe 
body tmprinl. This is a far cry from proving the image to 
be a pointing. As STURT responded lo McCrone's first 
pronouncements, microscopic observations do not exist 
in a vacuum. McCrone is somewhat like Meam'a little 
man who wasn't there again today. He declined at least 
two invitations to present his work at scientific 
conferences. He did not follow the STURT 'Covenant" 
which he signed, to publish in peer reviewed scientific 
literature. And as he admits, he has not responded In 
print to the arguments of Heller. Adler. Pelilcort. Rlggl. 
and Schwalbe and Rogers on tlie physics and chemistry 
of the image. He has abandoned his earlier claims of a 
synthetic Iron oxide (Post-1 BOO) in the (mage and of a 
pigment enhancement of a genuine image...the 
established facts are nuxr than sufficient lo refute the 
medieval elever-arustry hypothesis..,* 

All of the electromagnetic spectrum all of the 
chemical data and all of the physics of Lhe image suggesl 
that the image cannot be man-made.
